Commifion without his Knowledge or Confent; and 
praying in Confideration = his Father’s long and ”~, 
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ful Services to the Crown, and of the Petitioner’s unhap- 
py Circumftances, this Houfe will be pleafed to recom- 
mend him to his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, to be 
put on the Eftablifhment for Half-pay, or otherwife pro- 
vided for, was prefented to the Houfe, read, and refer- 
red to the Confideration of a Committee. 

The next Day (O&. 29) Mr. Secretary Clutterduck re- 
ported the Addrefs of Thanks, for his Majefty’s moft 
gracious Anfwer, which was approv’d. Then Mr.Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, according to Order, prefented to 
the Houfe Heads of a Bill, for granting and continuing to 
his Majefty the additional Duties on Beer, Ale, Strong Wa- 
ters, Tobacco, and other Goods and Merchandizes ; and alfa 
upon all Sorts of Wine, Strong Waters, and Spirits perfettly 
made, and upon all Spirits made and diftiiled of Wine 5 and 
alfo for granting and continuing the further additional Duties 
on Beer, Ale, AquaVita, and Strong Waters, brewed and 
made in this Kingdom, and upon Brandy, and Spirits above 
Proof, and on Tea, Coffee, Chocolate, and Cocoa-Nuts 3 and 
alfo for granting a further additional Duty upon Brandy, or 
Spirits above Proof, and alfo a Tax on ali Salaries, Profits 
of Employments, Fees and Penjions herein mentioned, and for 

ecuring the Repayment of 50,0001. Sterling, formerly advan- 
ced to his Majefty, for the Uje of the Publick, together with 
the Intereft thereof,which were received, read, and commit- 
ted toa Committee of the whole Houfe the next Morning. 

The fame Day, a Petition of Alderman Percival Hunt, 
‘john Holliday, “fohn Edkins, and ‘John Chamney, in Be- 
half of themfelves and other Merchants, Mercers and 
Dealers, praying this Houfe would take into Cunfidera- 
tion the Cafe of the fair Traders, in Relation to the Dif- 
couragements they Jie under by a fraudulent Praétice of 
divers Perfons in running Ef? India Silk Manufggtures, 
was prefented to the Houfc, read, and referred tothe 
Confideration of a Committee. After this Mr. Bet/worth 
reported from the Committee appointed to take into Con- 
fideration the Petition of Major Tovy Purcell, that they 
had come to feveral Refolutions, viz. 1ft, That it is 
the Opinion of, this Committee, that the Petitioncr, hath 
fully prov’d the Allegations of his Petition. 2. That 
the Petitioner be recommended to his Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant, according to the Prayer of his Petition. 
To which Refolutions the Queftion being feverally put, 
the Houfe did agree, Nem. con. and it was ordered, That 
fuch Members of the Houfe as are of his Majetty’s moft

On Saturday the 30th, the Commons with their Spea- 
ker, attended the Lord Lieutenant with their Addrefs 
of Thanks to his Majefty, which was to the Effect fol- 
lowing, viz. 





To the King’s moft Excellent Majefty, 
The humble Addrefs of the Knights, Citizens, and Bur- 
geffes in Parliament affembled. 


Moft Gracious Sovereign, 
W E your Majefty’s moft dutiful and loyal Subje&s, 
the Commons of /reland ia Parliament affermbied, 
beg Leave to return our moft unfeigned Thanks for your 
Majetty’s moft gracious Anfwer to our Addrefs. 

The Security, Eafe, and Happinefs which your Ma- 
jefty’s conftant Care has effettually proeured for your 
Subje&ts of this Kingdom, convince us more and more, 
that we owe entirely to your Majefty, not only the Pre- 
fervation of our Religious and Civil Rights, but the 
uninterrupted Poffeffion and Enjoyment of them ; and we 
are fully perfwaded, that we can never fhew ourfelves 
truly fenfible of thefe ineftimable Bleffings, but by fup- 
porting your Majefty, and the Honour of your Govern- 
ment, to the utmoft of our Power; and endeavouring, 
by our dutiful Behaviour, to make your Reign as eafy 
to your Majefty, as it has been happy and mild to your 
People. ’ 


Whereupon his Excellency was pleafed to return the 
Anfwer following : 


Iwill forthwith tranfiit this dytiful and loyal Addrefs 
to his Majefty. 


On Monday the 1ft of November, after the Speaker had 
made the Report of the Lord Lieutenant’s Anfwer, Mr. 
Chancellor of the Exchequer reported alfo from the 
Committee of the whole Houfe, to whom Heads of a Bill 
for granting and continuing to his Majefty the additional Du- 
ties on Beer, Ale, Strong Waters, Tobaceo, and other Goods 
and Merchandizes 3 and upon all Sorts of Wine, Strong 
Waters, and Spirits perfettly made, and upon all Spirits 
made and diftilled of Wine, and alfo for granting and con- 
tinuing the further additional Duties on Beer, Ale, —- 
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Vite, and Strong Waters, brewed and made in this King- 
dom, and upon Brandy and Spirits above Proof; and on Tea, 
Coffer, Chocolate, and Cocoa-Nuts, and alfo for granting a 
further additional Duty upon Brandy or Spirits above Proof 5 
and alfo a Tax on all Salaries, Profits of Employments, Fees, 
and Penfions herein mentioned, and for fecuring the Repay- 
ment of 50,0001. Sterling, formerly advanced to his Majefty 
for the Ufe of the Publick, together with the Intereft thereof, 
‘were committed ; That they had gone through the fame 
Paragraph by Paragraph, and agreed thereto without 
any Amendment. And the faid Heads being again read, 
and approved, were ordered to be laid before the Lord 
Lieutenant, to be tran{mitted into Great Britain, The 
fame was done in Relation to the Heads of a Bill, 
for enabling the Right Honourable John Lord Vifc. Molef- 
worth, and Richard Molefworth, and the feveral other 
Perfons in Remainder for Life, when in Poffeffion of certain 
Lands near St. Stephen’s-Green and Dawfon-ftreet in the 
County of the City of Dublin, to make i thereof. Then 
a Petition of Lieutenant Denis King, fetting forth the 
feveral Recommendations of this Houfe to the Govern- 
ment, for fome Military Preferment, as a Recompence 
for his Behaviour in quelling a great Tumult at the 
Ele&tion of Members for the City of Dublin, in the Par- 
Jiament 1713 ; and for his Sufferings occafioned thereby, 
but that he hath not received any Benefit from the faid 
Recommendations; and praying this Houfe to take his 
Cafe into Confideration, was prefented to the Houfe and 
read, Whereupon it was unanimoufly refolv’d, That the 
Petitioner Lieutenant Denis King be recommended to his 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant for fome Military Pre- 
ferment, as a Recompence for his Refolution and pru- 
dent Behaviour in quelling the Riot at the Thol/el of 





" Dublin, on the 6th Day of November, 1713, and his 


Sufferings occafion’d thereby ; and ordered, That the faid 
Recommendation be laid before his Excellency by fuch 
Members of this Houfe as are of his Majefty’s moft 
Honourable Privy Council. 
__ The next Day (November 2) a Petition of Sir Pierce 
Butler, Bart. and Richard Butler, Efq; praying, that 
Leave may be given to bring in the Heads of a Bill, for 
dimiting the faid Sir Pierce's Eftate, immediately after the 
Death of him, and Dame Anne Butler, his Wife, without 
dffue Male, to the Petitioner Richard Butler ; and for rai- 
Sling Money on the faid Eftate, for the Payment of Incume 
brances affetting the fame, was prevented te the — 
read, 
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read, and referred to the Confideration of a Committee, 
After this, Heads of a Bill were ordered to be brought 
in, for further continuing, explaining, and amending of the 
Laws in Relation to Butter and Tallow, and the Gasks in 
ewhich fach Goods are to be made up. Then Mr. Maynard, 
from a Committee, reported the Heads of a Bill for fini/he 
ing the Churches of Chrift-Church, St. Paul, and Old St. 
Mary Shandon in the City of Corke, which were agreed 
to and erder’d to be Jaid before the Lord Lieutenant, in 
order to be tranfimitted into Great Britain. 

On Wednefday the 3d of November, the Commons put 
off to that Day fevennight the further Confideration on 
the Supply. 

The 4th and sth of November were obferved as com- 
memorative Feftivals of the Birth of the late King 
William U1. of glorious and immortal Memory, of his 
Landing in England, and of the Gun-Powder-Trea/on. 

On the 6th the Commons fat again, and ordered, that 
the Thanks of their Honfe be given to the Reverend 
Mr. William Hamilton, Archdeacon of Armagh, for the ex- 
cellent Sermon by him preached before the Houfe on the 
sth at St. Andrew’s Church, and that he be defired to 
print the fame. It was alfo ordered, That Leave be given 
tu bring in Heads of a Bill for explaining and amending 
the feveral Aéts of Parliament, for preventing of Frauds 
committed by Tenants. 

On the 8th the Call of the Houfe was further adjourn- 
ed to Thurfday the 11th. 

On the gth the Commons order’d Heads of a Bill to 
be brought in for preventing feveral Abufes committed 
by Millers, Bakers, and Farmers; after which a Petition 
of Cornet William Stewart, Son of Alexander Stewart \ate 
of the City of Dublin, deceafed ; praying, in Regard a 
confiderable Sum of his fuid Father’s Money was ap- 
plied and laid out in preferving the City of Derry in the 
late War in Ireland, the Houfe would be pleafed to re- 
commend him to his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, 
for fome Poft or Preferment in the Army, was prefented 
to the Houfe, read, and referred to the Confideration of 
a Committee. 

Then Mr. Maxwell reported from the Committee ap- 
pointed to infpeét the State of the Hempen aud Flaxen 
Manufa&tures, and to confider what is neceflary to be 
done for the further Improvement and Regulation there- 
of, That they had come to feveral Refolutions, which 
i he 
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he read in his Place, and after delivered at the Table, 
where the fame were again read, and areas follow: 

1. Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Commit- 
tee, That Mefhieurs Boyle and Lenox, and Company, ha- 
ving at their own Expence erefted a large and ufeful 
Hempen and Sail-Cloth Manufaétury at Douglas, near 
Corke, deferve all proper Encouragement, in their faid™. 
Undertaking. 

2. That in order to give fuch Encouragement, the faid 
Boyle and Lenox, and Company, fhould be difcharged 
from the Coatratt they entred into with Criffopher Ujher, 
Efq; Secretary to, and on the Behalf of, the Truftees 
of the Linnen Manufa€ture, for carrying on a Manu- 
fafture at Rathkeale in the County of Limerick, they firft 
giving the fame Security, to carry on fuch Manufa@ture 
at Douglafs, for the fame Time, and under the fame 
Terms they were obliged to carry on the faid Manufa- 
@ury at Rathkeale ; and alfoafligning their Interefte in 
the faid Faétory of Rathkeale, tothe Truftees of the Lin- 
nen Manufatture, if the faid Truftees fhall defire the 
fame. 

To which Refolutions, the Queftion being feverally 
put, the Houfe did agree with fome Amendments ; it 
was alfo refolved, That a Hempen Manufaéture may be 
carried on at Rathkeale in the County of Limerick, with 
great Advantage to the Publick, and ought to be kept up, 
and deferves Encouragement. 

The next, Day (November 10) a Petition of Lewit 
Meares, Controller of the Pipe of his Majefty’s Exche- 
quer, fetting forth, that the whole Fees of his Office 
would be taken away, if Heads of a Bill, now before the 
Houfe, for the better enabling Sheriffs to fue out their Pa- 
tents, &¢e. fhould pafs into a Law ; and praying the Houfe 
to take his Cafe into Confideration, was prefented to the 
Houfe, read, and referred to the Committee of the whole 
Houfe; after which the further Confideration of the Sup- 
ply was put off *till that Day fevennight. 

On the 11th a Petition of Richard Brenan and Part- 
ners for making Valle-Cypreffe, or Bolognia Silk Crape, 
fetting forth, That they had through great Pains and 
Charge, found the true Manner and Way of making the 
faid Crape ; and praying for an Encouragement to go on 
with the faid Work, was prefented to the Houfe, read, 
and referred to the Confideration of a Committee. Then, 
Mr. Ward reported from the Committee appointed to 
confider of the Petition of Cornet Wiliam Stewart, That 
the 
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the Petitioner had proved the Allegations of his Peti- 
tion; whereupon it was refolved and ordered, that he 
be recommended to the Lord Lieutenant, according to 
the Prayer of his Petition, After thisa Petition of Cap- 
tain James Richardfon, and others confined for Debt, was 
prefented to the Houfe, read, and referred to the Confi- 
deration of a Committee. 

On Monday the 15th, Mr. Wardurton from the Com- 
mittee appointed to infpeét the publick Accounts, re- 
ported the foliowing Refolution, viz. That it was the 
Opinion of this Committee, That the Debt of the Na- 
tion at Mid/immer, 1715, did not exceed the Sum of 
t1g215 7. 5s. 34. but a Motion being made, and the 
Queftién put, that the faid Refolution be referred 
to the grand Committee on the Supply, it was carried in 
the Negative; the Houfe being inform’d, that a Sum of 
68227. 16s. 114. paid by the Deputy Vice-Treafurer, 
on two of his Majefty’s Letters, had not by Miftake, been 
charged to the Debt of the Nation. Neverthelefs the 
Refoltition of the Committee being again read, was 
agreed to by the. Houfe ; and it was further refolved, 
Thatthe Hereditary Revenue, and prefent additional 
Duties, continued from Chrifimas, 1725, to Chriftmas, 
1727, will fupport the neceffary Branches of the Efta- 
blifhment for the faid Time, and be a fufficient Provifion 
for the Debt of the Nation until Chriftmas, 1727. 

' Thenext Day Mr. William Vefey prefented to the Houfe 
Heads of a Bill for the further explaining and amending 
of the’ Laws in Relation to Butter, Tallow, and Hides, &c. 
which was referred to. the Committee of she whole 
Houfe; and after reading feveral Petitions, relating to 
the engrofling of the Butter-Trade, Two Heads of Bills 
were ptefented to the Houfe, one by Mr. Graydon, for 
preventing feveral Abufes committed by Millers, Bakers, 
and Farmers ; another by Mr. Ragge, for explaining and a- 
mending the feveral Atts for the preventing of Frauds com- 
mitted by Ténants; both which were committed to the 
Committee of the whole Houfe. 
= "Fhe next Day nothing material was done, but on 
Thurfday the 18th Mr. Secretary Clutterbu@ reported to 
the Houfe the Lord Liewtenant’s Anfwer to the Com- 
mittee, who had wiited upon his Excellency in Behalf 
of Henry Purdon, Efq; viz. That his Excellency /hould al- 
‘nays Have a Regard for the Recommendation of the House 
of Commons, and would take the firft Opportunity to obtain « 
Reward for Mr. Purdon, fr his Services done to the King- 
dum 
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dom of Ireland. Then in a Committee cf the whole 
Houte, the Commons confider’d of, and made fome Pro- 
grefs in the Heads of a Bill, for further explaining and 
amending of the Laws in Relation to Butter, Tallow, Hides, 
&c. As alfo inthe Heads of a Bill for the better enabling 
Sheriffs to /ue out their Patents, and pafs their Accounts. 

On the 19th the Commons appointed a Committee to 
examine Capt. John Pratt, ind Mr. William Burgh toge- 
ther in the mott folemn Manner, touching an Article of 
g50/. and fuch other Particulars in the publick Ac- 
counts, as fhould be demanded of them ; and empower’d 
the faid Committee to examine alfo in the moft folemn 
Manner, any Perfons who had figned any publick Ac- 
counts laid before the Houfe. After this it was order’d, 
that the proper Officer do forthwith lay before the Houfe 
an Account of the Net Produce of the Revenue, for the 
Quarters ending at Mid/ummer and Michaelmas att; di- 
ftinguifhing the Receipts of the Net Produce of thofe 
Quarters, from the Arrear and Ballance in the Cojle&tors 
Accounts at Lady-Day laft ; as alfo, an Eftimate of the 
like Produce of the Revenue, for the Quarter ending at 
Chriftmas next , 

On Monday the 22d of November,‘ the Commons con- 
fider’d of the State of the Nation, particularly in Rela- 
tion to the Increafe of Popery, and, after fome Debate, 
came to the following unanimous Refolutions, viz. 

1. That the electing Perfons to be Members of this 
Houfe, who are newly converted from the Popifh to the 
Proteftant Religion, or who are married.to Popith Wives, 
er breed up, or fuffer any of their Children to be edu- 
eated in the Popifh Religion, is highly prejudicial to the 
Proteftant Intereft of this Kingdom. 

2. That no Pérfon that is, or thall be converted from 
the .Popifh to the Pruteftant Religion, ought to be ¢- 
JeSted or admitted to ferve as a Member of this Houfe 
for the Space of feven Years next aftcr his Converfion, 
unlefs he produces a Certificate of having received the 
Sacrament, according to the Ufage of the Church of IJre- 
land'as by Law. ettablifhed, thrice in every Year during 
the faid Tefm. © ‘ ; 

A Motion being made, That the Refolutions of the 
Committee appointed to enquire into the Growth of Po- 
pery, and to confider of the mot effettual Means to pre- 
vent the fame, reported and agreed to by this Houfe the 
21ft Day of October, 1723, might be read, the fame 
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were read accordingly ; and then it was further re- 
folved, 

3. That no Perfon converted from the Popifh to the 
Proteftant Religion, whofe Wife fhali continue, or whole 
Child or Children thal] be educated in the Popith Reli- 
gion, be for the future admitted into any Office, Em- 
plovment, or Place of Trutt in this Kingdom. 

After this it was order’d, that Heads of a Bil! be 
brought in on the faid Refolutions, and on the Debates 
of the Houfe, and that Mr. Stannus, Dr. Trotter, Mr. 
Hen, Singleton, Mr. Ward, Mr. Carter,Mr. Agmondif/ham Ve- 
fey, and Mr. Paul do prepare and bring in the fame. The 
fame Day Colonel Matthew Pennyfather prefented to the 
Houfe two Abftraéts and an Eflimate of the Produce of the 
Revenue; as Mr. Gardiner did an Abftract of Receipts and 
Payments in the Treafury of Dublin, from September 29, 
inclufive, tothe 22d of November, exclufive, 1725. 

On the 23d, Mr. Warburton from the Committee ap- 
pointed to infpeé&t the publick Accounts of the Nation, 
reported, that they had examin’d into the faid Accounts, 
a general State whereof was contained in the Report, 

‘ which he read in his Place, and after deliver’d in at the 
Table, where after it had again been read, it was order’d 
to lie. Then a Motion being made for adjourning, and 
the Quettion put upon it, was carried in the Negative ; 
and alterwards refolved, That the Thahks of the Houfe 
be given to Richard Warburton, Efq; for his great Care 
and faithful and diligent Difcharge of the Truft repos’ 
in him, as Chairman of the Committee of Accounts. 
And Mr, Speaker gave him the Thanks of the Houfe ac- 
cordingly. 

The next Day (November 24) upon the Petitions of 

’ Bruen Worthington and Ifare Ambro/e, Cherks to the Houfe, 
and of Henry Buckley, Clerk to the Committee of Ac- 
counts, it was unanimoufly refolv’d, that they merited 
a further Recompence for their extraordinary Trouble 
and Expence; and then. Heads of a Bill were order’d to 
be brought in for the more effectual erecting and better re- 
gulating of Free-Schoo's. 

On the 25th, Mr. Thomas Coote prefented to the Houfe 
Heads of a Bill to prevent the fraudulent and clandeftive 
importing of Goods, his Majefty’s Duties not being paid. 

The fame Diy (November 25) upon the Petition of 
the Corporation of the Tallow-Chandlers in Dublin, it 
was order’d, that they fhould be heard by their Coun- 
fel againtt the Heads of a Bill for further exp'aining and «- 
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mending of the Laws in Relation. to Butter, Tallow, and 
Hides, &c. A Petition of the Chair-Carriers of the City 
of Dabiin and Suburbs, was referred to the Confideration 
of a Committee ; and then Mr. Maxwell reported from 
the Committee to whom the Petition of Richard Brenan 
and Partners, had been referred, that they had come to 
this Refolution, viz. That the Petitioners had prov'd 
the Allegations of their Petition (for making Vallee- 
Cyprefs, or Bolognia Silk Crape) to the Satisfaétion of the 
Committee, and deferve Encouragement: Upon which 
it was order’d, that Leave be given to bring in Heads of 
a Bill to encourage the making Silk-Crape in this Kingdom, 
and that it be referr’d to the Committee to whom the 
faid Petition was referred, to prepare and bring in the 
fame. 

The next Day (November 26) the Call of the Houfe 
was adjourned to that Day Fortnight. 

On Wednefday the uit of December, upon the Petition 
of the Prefident and. Fellows of the King and Queen's 
College of Phyficians in /reland, the Commons order’d 
Heads of a Bill to be brought in to reform the great Abufis 
committed in the Prastice of Phyfick. 

Two Days after (December 3) the Chirurgeons pra- 
&tifing in the City of Dublin, prefented to the Houle a 
Petition, praying to be heard by their Counfel againft 
the faid Heads of a Bill ; which Petition was referr'’d 
to the Confideration of the Committee of the whcele 
Houfe. 

The fame Day the Amendments made to the 
Heads of a Bill, to raife Money for keeping in Repair 
pair two Quays in the Town of Belfatt, and for cleanfing the 
Harbaur of Belfatt, and making the River navigable, were 
agreed to, and order’d, that the faid Heads of a Bill be 
laid before the Lord Lieutenant, to be tranfmitted into 
Great Britain, Aiter this Mr. Stannus prefented to the 
Houfe Heads of a Bill for fecuring and firengthenirg the 
Proteftant Intercft in \veland, and to oblige Converts to 
breed their Children Proteftants, and to prevent the occa- 

fional Confirmity of Papijts; which were receiv’d, read, 
and committed to Committee of the whole Houfe the 
next Morning. 

The -next Day (December 4) upon the Petition of 
Several Druggifis and Apothecaries of Dublin, againtft 
Heads of a Bill for preventing Abufes committed in the 
Praftice of Phyfick, Gc. it was order’d, That the Peti- 
tioners be heard by their Counfel before the wee

of the whole Houfe. Then the Houfe agreed to the A- 
‘mendments made by the faid Committee to Heads of a 
Bill for the more effectual erefting and better regulating of 
Free-Schools ; and having added to ita Claufe for rebuild- 
ing and repairing Churches, order’d the faid Bill to. be laid 
before the Lord Lieutenant, in order to its being tranf- 
mitted into Great Britain. 

On Monday the 6th of December the Commons re- 
fumed the adjourned Confideration of a Claufe relating 
to Challenges of Jurors on Tryals, offer’d to be added 
to Heads of a Bill, for better enabling Sheriffs to fue out 
their Patents, and pafs their Accounts, and for the better 
regulating the Office of Sheriffs: And the Queftion being 
put,that the faid Claufe do ftand Part of the faid Heads 
of a Bill, it was carried in the Negative; but the faid 
Heads of a Bill were order’d to be laid before the 
Lord Lieutenant, in order to be tranfmitted into Great 
Britain, 

The next Day (December 7) two Petitions, one of fe- 
veral Apothecaries, the other of the Corporation of Bar- 
‘bers and Chirurgeons in Dublin, againft the Heads of 
a Bill for preventing Abufes committed in the Prattice of 
Phyfick, &c. were referred to the Confideration of the 
grand Committee, and order’d, that the Petitioners be 
heard there by their Counfel, if they thought fit. The 
fame Day, Heads of a Bill were order’d to be brought in, 
to explain and amend the feveral Laws made in Ireland to 
prevent Papifts purchafing any Lands, Tenements, or Here- 
ditaments therein. 

On Wednefday the 8th, the Amendments made by the 
grand Committee to Heads of a Bill, to encourage the ma- 
king SilkCrapes, &c. were agreed to, and the faid Heads 
of a Bill order’d to be laid before the Lord Lieutenant, 
in order to their being tranfmitted into Great Britain. 
Then three Heads of a Bill were order’d to be brought 
in, viz. 1. For planting and preferving Timber and Fruit 
Trees in Ireland. 2. For the better regulating the Work-houfe 
of the City of Dublin. 3. For the better regulating and em- 
ploying the Poor of this Kingdom. Afver which Colonel 
Matthew Penayfather prefented tothe Houfe an Abflratt 
of the Produce of the Revenue, for the Quarter ended 
at Michaelmas, 1725, with the Receipt of former Arrears, 
and the Arrear lying out at Michaelmas, 1725. The A- 
mendments made ina grand Committee to the Heads of 
a Bill, for fecuring and ftrengthening the Protcftant Interc/t 
of Ireland, and to oblige-Converts to breed their Children 
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Proteftants, and to prevent the occafional Conformity of Pa- 
pifts, being taken into Confideration and agreed to, Mr. 
Maxwell was ordered to attend the Lord Lieutenant with 
the faid Heads of a Bill, and defire the fame’might be 
tranfmitted into Great Britain. Then ina grand Com- 
mittee, the Commons went through Heads of a Bill for 
further explaining and amending the Laws in Relation to 
Butter, Tallow, and Hides, &c. and order’d other Heads 
of a Bill to be brought in, for the more effeftual tranf- 
porting of Felons and Vagabonds. 

The next Day (December 9) the Commons agreed to 
then Amendments made in the grand Committee to two 
Heads of a Bill, one to prevent Marriages by degraded 
Clergymen and Popijh Priefés, the other for continuing feve- 
ral temporary Statutes made in the Kingdom of Ireland, and 
now near expiring; both which were order’d to be Jaid 
before the Lord Lieutenant, in order to their being tranf- 
_Iitted into Great Britain in due Form. 

On the roth, ina Committee of the whole Houfe, fhme 
Progrefs was made inthe Heads of a Bill for preventing 
Abufes in tie Prattice of Phyfick, and for fearching and ex- 
Qmining all Drugs, Medizings, Waters, Oyls, and Compoji- 
tions, ufedor to beufed for Medicines,in all Places where the 
fame thall be expofed to Sale, or kept for that Purpofe, with- 
é1 the City of Dublin, or Suburbs thereof, or within five 
Miles Circuit of the faid City. 

The next Day Sir Richard Levings prefented to the 
Houle Heads‘of a Bill for planting and preferning Timber-- 
Trees and Fruit-Trees; and Mr. Manley prefented alfo 
Heads of a Bill for regulating and employing the Poor, both 
which were receiv’d, read, and committed to the Com- 
mittce of the whole Houfe; and then Heads of a Bitl 
were order’d to be brought in for the better treferving the 

 Fijhery of Ircjand. ’ 

On Monday the 13th the Commons agreed to the A- 
mendments made inthe grand Committee to Heads of a 
Bill for further explaining and amending of the Laws in 
Relation to Butter, Tallow, and Hides, and alfoin Relation 
Zo the Casks inwhich fuchGoods are to be made up, which 
Heads were order’d to be laid before the Lord Lieutenant 
in order to their being tranfmitted into Great Britain in 
due Form. 

Three Days after (Dec. 16) the Amendments made 
in the Committee of the whole Houfe to three other 
Heads of a Bill, were alfo agreed to, viz. 1ft, to Heads 
of a Bill for the better regulating the Workhoufe of the City 
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of Dublin 3 adly, for the better preferving the Fishery of 
Ireland 3 3dly, and againft Fureftallers, Regratirs, and In- 
groffers, and for afcertaining the Meafures of Corn, and re- 
gulating the Prices and Affize of Bread: Which three 
Heads of a Bill were order’d to be tranfmitted into Great 
Britain, The fame Day, Mr. Bette/worth prefented to 
the Houfe Heads of a Bill for the better Maintenance of 
Curates within the Church of ireland. 

The next Day (Dec. 17) the Commons read the third 
Time, pafs’d, and fent to the Lords the Money-Bill, en- 
tituled, An Aét for granting and continuing to his Majefty 
the additional Duties on Beer, Ale, Strong Waters, &c. Af- 
ter which they ‘agreed to the Amendments made in the 
grand Committee to two Heads of-a Bill, one for the 
more effectual tran{porting Felons and Vagabonds ; the other 
to explain and amend the feveral Laws-made in the Kingdom 
of Ireland, to prevent Papifts purchafing any Lands, Tene- 
ments, ox Hereditaments therein; both which Heads ofa 
Bill were order’d tobe laid before the Lord Lieutenant, 
in order to their being tranfmitted into Great Britain in 
due Form. 

On the 18th, his Excellenty the Lord Lieutenant went 
with the ufual State and Solemnity to the Houfe of Peers, 
and the Commons being fent for up, and attending, their 
Speaker, upon prefenting the Money-Bill, made the 
following Speech to his Excellency, viz. 





May it pleafe your Excellency, : 

‘HE Commens having ajuit Senfe of the Duty they 
T owe to his Majefty, and of the Felicity they enjoy 
under his’ wife and aufpicious Reign, have granted a 
Supply towards Payment ‘of the Debt of the Nation, 
and towards fuppotting the neceffary Branches of -the 
Eftablifhment. 

It would be impoflible to enumerate the,many Fa- 
vours Which his Majefty has fhewn to his faithful -Sub- 
je&ts of this Kingdom, ever fince his happy Acceflion 
to the Throrie ; but that patticular Inftance of his Roya! 
Goodnefs and Condefcenfion, in putting an entire End to 
a Patent, that had occafioncd much Uneafinefs and Ap- 
prehenfion, has raifed a frefh Senfe of Gratitude in the 
Hearts of the Commons, and of the whole Nation. 

The Commons muft always’ own themfelves obliged, 
in Juftice as well as Gratitude, to acknowledge your Ex- 
cellency’s tender ‘Regard to the true Interefts of this 
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Kingdom, in all Parts of your prudent and vigilant Ad- 
miniftration, and are truly fenfible of the great Bene- 
fits this Nation has received, from the Government of fo 
able and experienced a Minifter. 

_ And.they do not doubt, but your Excellency will, on 
your Return tohis Majefty, reprefent in a true Light, 
their dutiful Behaviour during the Courfe of this 
Seffion. 

_ . Mayit pleafe your Excellency, 

. The Bill prepared by the Commons for the Purpofes I 
have already mentioned, is entituled, 41 A& for granting 
and continuing to his Majefty the additional Duties on Beer, 
Ale, Strong Waters, Tobacco, and other Goods and Merchan- 
dizes, and alfo upon all Sorts of Wine, Strong Waters, and 
Spirits per fettly made, and upon all Spirits a and diftilled 
of Wine sand aif for granting.and continuing the further addi- 
tional Duties on Beer, Ale, Aqua Vita,and StrongWaters brews 
ed and made in this Kingdom, and upon Brandy, or Spirits a- 
ove Proof, and an Tea, Coffee, Chocolate, and Cocoa- Nuts ; and 
alfo for granting a further additional Duty upon Brandy, or 
Spirits above. Proof, and alfo a Tax on all Salaries, Profits 
of Emplayments, Fees and Penjions hercin mentioned, and for 
fecuring the Repayment of 50,0001. Sterling, formerly advan- 
ced to his Majefty, for the Uje of the Publick, together with 
the Intereft thereof.

HANOVER. 


N the laft Regiffer we inferted the Treatics of Peace, 
and.of Commerce and Navigation conclnded at Vi- 
enna, between his Imperial Majeftv, and the King of 
» scant which having given Occafion to the following 
veaty, it will be neceflary to give our Readers a Copy 
of it. 


The 
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The Treaty of Deferfive Alliance, concluded at Hanover, 
September 3, 1725, detween his Britannick Maye/fy, 
the moft Chriftian King, an@ the King of Pruffia. 


HEIR Majefties, the King of Great Britain, the 
moft Chriftian King, and the King of Prufia, having 
feen with Pleafure, how far the {tri Union thar fubfitts 
between them, has contributed, not only to the Happi- 
nefs of their refpettive Kingdoms and Subjeéts, but al- 
fo to the publick Good and Franquillity 3 being alfo af- 
fur’d; that the moft effeS&tual Means to fecure arid pre- 
ferve thofe Advantages againft whatever Accidents 
tight happen, is, more and more to cultivate the faid 
Union, and render it firm and lafting: And having ma- 
turely refle&ted on all the Treaties, which alréady fub+ 
fift between their fuid Majefties (from which they de- 
clare, "tis not their Intention, in any wife, by the pre- 
fent Treaty, to derogate) they have thought fit previ- 
oufly to take new Meafures, for thofe Cafes which might 
raife a Difiurbance in Europe, in agreeing between them- 
felves on what fhould be moft ‘proper and neceffary, not 
only for the Security and moft effential Interefts of their 
refpeftive Kingdoms, but alfo for the publick Good and 
Tranquillity. For thefe Reafons, and in this View, 
their faid Britannick, moft Chriftian and Praffian Maje- 
fties, have given their full Powers, viz. his Britannick 
Majetty, to the Right Honourable Charles V ifcount Town 
JShend, Baron of Lynn, Lord Lieutenant of the County of 
Norfolk, Knight of the moft noble Order of the Garter, 
@-. and his Secretary of State ; his moft Chriftian Ma- 
jeftv, to Francis Count De Broglio, Lieutenant-General 
of his Forces, Dire€tor-General of the Horfe atid Dra- 
goons, Governor of Mont-Dauphin, and his Embaffador 
to the faid moft Serene King of Great Britain; and his 
Pruffian Majefty, to the Sieur Fohn-Chriftopher de Wallen- 
rodt, his Minifter of State, and Envoy-Extraordinary to 
the faid moft Serene King of Great Britain ; who in 
Vertye of the faid full Powers, (Copies whereof fhall 
be inferted, Word for Word at the End of the prefent 
Treaty) having, with the greateft Attention, weigh'd 
and confidered on the moft proper Meafures, to compafs 
what their faid Majefties propofe to themfelves, have 
agreed on the following Articles : 
I. There fhall be from this Time, and ata!) Times 
hereafter, “a true, firm, and inviolable Peace, the mot 
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fincere and intimate Frienthip, and the ftriéteft Alliance 
and Union, between the faid three moft Serene Kings, 
their Heirs and Succeffors, their States, Countries, and Ci- 
ti¢s, fituated on their refpeftive Territories, and their 
Subje&s and Inhabitants, as well in as out of Europe 5 
and this Union fhall be preferved and cultivated in fuch 
Manner, that the Contrafting Powers may faithfully 
promote their refpective Interefts and Advantages, and 
prevent and repel all Wrongs and Oppreflions, by the 
moft convenient Methods that they can think of. 

If. As the true End and Intention of this Alliance be- 
tween the faid Kings, is mutually to preferve the Peace 
and Tranquillity of their refpettive Kingdoms, their 
faid Majefties.promife their mutual Guaranty:to pro- 
tet and: defend all their Dominions, Countrfes and Ci- 
ties, as well in as out of Europe, which each Ally fhall 
be aétually in Poffeffion of, at the figning of this Trea- 
ty s and alfo their Rights, Privileges, and Advantages, 
and particularly thofe relating to Trade, which the faid 
Allies do, or ought refpeftively to enjoy. And to that 
End, the faid Kings nave agreed, that if, in Oppofition 
to this.Ajliance, or upon any. other Pretence, any of 
the faid Allies fhould be attacked in an hoftile Manner, 
or fuffer any Wrong in the Things above-mentioned, 
from any Prince or Stute whatfoever, the others would 
employ their good Offices to fec Juftice done to the of: 
fended Party, and prevail on the Aggreffor to abftain 
from any future Wreng or Holfltility. 

Iil. And if it thould happen, that any of the Con- 
trating Powers fhould be openly attacked, or molefted 
in the abovefaid Cafes, and the before-mentioned good 
Offices f:il’d of procuring a juft Redrefs and Satisfattion 
for all Wrongs and Damages futtained by the injur’d Par- 
ty, thatthen the other Powers, within two Months af- 
ter Demand, fhall furnifh the following Succours, (to 
wit:) 

His Britannizk Majefty 8000 Foot, and 4000 Horfe. 

In like Cafe,his moft Chriitian Majefty 8000 Foot, and 
4oce Horfe. 

And in like Cafe alfo, his Pruffian Majefty 3000 Foot, 
and 2000 Horfe. 

But if the Party attack’d had rather be fupply’d with 
Men of War and Tranfports, or Money, which however 
Shall always be left to his Choice ; then the other Powers 
fall furnifh -him with Ships or Money, in Proportion 
te the Expence of the Troops, as above ftipulated. And 
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to prevent all Difpute in Relation to this Expence, 
the contra&ting Powers have agreed, that a thoufand 
Foot fhall be valued at 10000 Dutch Florins per Month, 
and a thoufand Horfe at 30000 Florins of the fame Mo- 
ney per Month, and fo in Proportion for Men of War 
and Tranfports. If the above-mentioned Succours are 
not fufficient to redrefs the offended Party, the contratt- 
ing Powers will then agree on furnifhing more Forces. 
And in fhort, in Cafe of Neceflity, the faid Allies will 
affift the injured Party with all their Forces, andeven 
declare War againft the Aggreffor. 

IV. And as the three moft Serene Kings are refolv’d 
to cement, and mgre and more confirm the ftritt Union 
that fubfiits between them, by all poflible Teftimonies of 
good Faith, and mutual Confidence, they have recipro- 
cally agreed, not only to decline entring into any Trea- 
ty, Alliance, or Engagement whatfoever, which might 
any way be prejudicial to their refpeive Interefls ; but 
alfo faithfully to Communicate to. euch other the Pro- 
pofals that might be made to them ; and upon fuch Pro- 
peer to take no Refulution but in Concert, and after 

aving jointly examin’d what would be convenient for 
their comman Intereft, and proper to preferve the Ba- 
Jance of Europe, which is fo entirely neceffary for the 
Good of the general Tranquillity. 

V. As his moft Chriftian Majefty, who in Qua- 
lity of Guarantee of the Treatics of Weftphalia, 
is particularly interefted in the Prefervation of the 
Rights and Privileges of the German Body, and their 
Britannick and Prujian Majefties, as Members of the {aid 
Body, behold with Regret the Seeds of Difcord that are 
fowing, and hear with Grief fuch Complaints, as may at 
length break out and occafion a War, whofe terrible Con- 
fequences would inevitably affe&t all Furope ; their faid 
Majefties, always attentive to what might one Day or 
other diflurb the Tranquillity of the Empire in particu- 
Jar, and that of Europe in general, promife and engage 
mutually to affift each other, for the defending and pre- 
ferving the above-mentioned Treaties, and other Acts, 
which by their Determinations upon the Affuirs of the 
Empire, are look’d onas the Bafis and Foundation of the 
Tranquillity of the German Body, and the Support of 
its Rights, Privileges and Immunities ; for the Main. 
tenance of which, their faid Maiefties are truly defirous 
of making a fix’d and folid Provifion, 
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VI. This Alliance fhall fubfift fifteen Years, com- 
mencing from the Day of its being fign’d. 

VII. Their Britannick, moft Chriftian and Praffian 
Majefties will invite fuch Princes and States, as they 
thall agree on,to accede to the prefent Treaty ; and they 
have from this Day agreed to invite by Name the States 
General of the United Provinces. 

VIII. This Prefent Treaty fhall be approv’d and rati- 
fy’d by the King of Great Britain, the moft Chriftian 
King, and the King of Pruffia; and the Ratifications de- 
liver’d within two Months from the Day of its being 
fign’d, or fooner if poffible. 


In Teftimony whereof, we, by Vertue of our refpeétive 
full Powers, have fign’d this prefent Treaty, to 
which we have caus’d our refpeftive Seals to be af- 
fix’d.

As the Affair which lately happen’d in the City of 
Thorn, and its Confequences, have alarm’d feveral Prin- 
ces and States, who fear, that contrary to the Treaty of 
Oliva, it will raife Troubles and Difturbances, not only 
in Poland, but alfo in the neighbouring Countries: 
Their Britannick, moft Chriftian, and Pruffian Majefties, 
who, as Guarantees of the faid Treaty of Oliva, are in- 
terefted and concern’d in its Prefervation and punétual 
Execution, engage to employ their mutual Offices, in 
the moft effectual manner, to obtain Redrefs for what 
may have been done contrary to the Treaty of Oliva; 
and to that Purpofe, they fhall in Concert, take Infor- 
mations by their Minifters in Poland, of the Infraétions 
that may have been made upon the faid Treaty of Oliva, 
and of the Means of remedying them, in fuch a Man- 
ner, as may entirely fecure the publick Tranquillity a- 
gainft the Dangers it might be expos’d to, in Cafe fo 
folemn a Treaty as that of O'iva fhould any ways be 
infringed. 

This feparate Article fhall be as valid, as if it had 
been inferted Word for Word in the Treaty concluded 
and fign’d this Day ; it thal] be ratified in the fame Man- 
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ner, and the Ratifications exchanged at the fame Time as 
the Treaty.

If the Empire, refenting the Affiftance given by his 
mott Chriftian Majefty to their Britamnick and Pruffian 
Majefties, for preventing any Difturbance in the Terri. 
tories they enjoy, fhould declare War againit his faid 
moft Chriftian Majefty ; as in fucha Cafe, that Decla- 
ration would no lefs concern the moft Serene Kings of 
Great Britain and Pruffia, whofe Interefts alone had 
given Birth to this War, than it wou’d his moft Chri- 
flian Majefty ; they will not only decline furnifhing 
their Contingencies in Troops, er in any other Nature 
of Succour whatever, as Members of the abovefaid Body, 
altho’ their {aid Britannick and Prujian Majetties were 
not comprifed and nam’d in the Empire’s Declaration 
of War againft France; but will alfo a&t in Concert 
with his moft Chriftian Majefty, till the Peace, which 
had been difturb’d on that Occafion, fhould be again re- 
flor’d: His Britannick Majefty further promifing faith- 
fully to execute in that Cafe, as wejl as in all others, 
the Treaties concluded between him and his moft Chri- 
ftian Majetty, who alfoon his Part promifes to obferve 
them faithfully.

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The Third Separate Article, 


If it fhould happen, that notwithftanding his moft 
Chriftian Majefty’s Refolution, firmly to adhere to all 
his Treaties, in Regard to the Empire, from which he 
has not derogated by the prefent Treaty, fome Refolu- 
tion fhould be taken by the faid Empire againft France, 
to the Prejudice of the General Guaranty of the Poffef- 
fions ftipulated by the prefent Treaty ; their Britannick 
and Prujian Majefties promife, in fuch Cafe, to ufe 
their good Offices, Credit and Authority in the moft 
effc&tual Manner, either by Word of Mouth, and by 
Means of Princes, their Friends, at the Diet ; or elfe 
by all other convenient and proper Methods, to prevent 
the committing of any thing contrary to it, But if 
againft all their Expeftations and Endeavours, the Em- 
pire fhould declare War againft France; though in that 
Cafe, being no Jonger a Defenfive one, they would not 
be obliged to furnifh any Contingents: However, to 
remove all Difpute from between their faid Majefties ; 
if they thought themfel ves obliged to fulfil their Duties, 
as Members of that Body, their faid Briti/ft and Pruffian 
Majefties referve to themfelves the Liberty of furnith- 
ing their Contingents in Infantry, or Cavalry, out of 
their own Troops, or other foreign Forces taken into 
their Pay, as they themfelves fhall think proper ; and 
their Briti/f: and Pruffian Majefties fall not, by Reafon 
of their Contingents fo furnifhed, be thought to have 
counterven’d to this prefent Treaty, which fhall re- 
main inallits Force. Their Britifh and Pruffian Maje- 
fties promife not to furnifh, in that Cafe, a greater

SIR, PRIA 3 A? 

T HE underwritten Embaffador of their High Migh- 
tineffes, comes at this Time to reprefent moft re- 
fpeftfully to your Majeity, That having receiv’d moft 
exprefs Orders from his Mafters, to make Remonftran- 
ces to your Majefty, on Occafion of the Treaty of Com- 
merce lately concluded with the Emperor, he cannot de- 
fer the acquitting himfelf immediately of a Commiflion 
fo important, in the Refult of which theit High Migh- 
tineffes are fo much interefted, us is alfo the Power who 

is Guarantee of the Treaty of Barrier. 
Treaties being under{tood to be the Bafis and Founda« 
tion of the Union of Nations and Potentates, it feems 
jutt that. each Party fhould make, it. an inviolable Law, 
not only to forbear all open Infraction of them, but like- 
wife not to alter them in any, Manner, nor permit their 
Minifters to make Ufe of Subterftiges for explaining the 
Tenour and Articles in another Senfe, than what was 
Pee ‘intended 
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intended at the Time of the mutual Conventions. It is 
with thefe Notions of good Faith that their High Mighti- 
nefits have always religioufly executed all they have 
ftipulated, without infringing or altering in the leaft 
Point any Article whatfoever ; making it a frig Rule to 
theinfélves to redrefs any Abufe, and give Satisfaction 
for it upon Complaint ‘made, and caufing fuch of their 
Subjeéts to be feverely punifhed who prefume to deviate 
from the literal Obfervation of their Orders. And as for 
éntring iftto Engagements with other Powers to the Pre- 
judice of theit Allies, whatever Solicitations have been 
Made to thém, they have given evident Marks to your 
Majefty of their perfect Attachments to your Interefis, 
by refufing generally all the Advantages that were offer’d 
them if they would have gone into the Quadruple Al- 
Jiance. 

My Maftets flatter’d themfelves, Sir, that after fuch 
real and fuch particular Regards, they fliould findin your 
Majefty’s Perfon not only an. Ally, but a fure Prote&ion 
againft all thofe who fhoufd attempt any Innovation in 
the Treaties to their Prejudice. 

Neverthelefs, thev have now the Grief to feé Things 
bear quite another Face, and that far from being fup- 
ported by your Majefty in their manifeft Rights, in Re- 
fation to their Commerce to the Indies, they find in your 
Royal Perfon the Proteftor of a Compiny whofe Com- 
merce cannot fubfift without rufning that of their High 
Mightineffes, Subjefts and People. And to whatever 
Evafion. your Majefty’s Minifters may have Recourfe, 
when they infinuate that nothing has been granted'to 
the Empéror which is not conformable toall the ancient 
Treaties ; it is eafy to demonftrate, that it cannot be, 
without a ftrained Conftruftion contrary to the Expref- 
Fions of the Articles: For by taking them litérally and 
in the Senfe they were penned, it is obvious to every 
Eyc, how wide this new Treaty of Commerce is from 
the Aim of thofé who (after fuch cruel Wars, and fo 
tiuch Bloéd fhéd for maintaining the Rights of the Re- 
publick, as well with Refpett to their Navigation to the 
Indies, 25 to their Commerce in general) did at length 
conclude the Treaties of Munfter and Utrecht. 

Icome, Sir, to thofe Demonftrations. By the fecond 
and third Articles of the Treaty of Vienna, all Men of 
War or Metchant Ships belonging to his Imperial Ma- 
efty and his Subje&ts, are allowed ‘to enter into all the 

owns and Ports ef thé Dorhiniohs of Stain, (thot df 
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the Eajt-Indies included) there to take in Refrefhments, 
Provifions, and generally whatever they may want for 
continuing their Voyage; with this fole Reftri€tion, 
that they fhall not trade nor traffick there. 

In the thirty-fixth Article of the fame Treaty it fs 
faid, that the Subjetts of his Imperial Majefty may im- 

t and verd in the. Territories and Dominions of 
Spain, all the Goods, Merchandizes and Produéts which 
they fhall bring from the Eaft-Indies, provided they pro- 
duce a Certificate from the India Company of the Au- 
Strian Netherlands, that thofe Merchandizes or Produéts 
are of. the Growth of their Colonies and Conquefts. 
Giving, befides, to thofe Subje&ts of the Emperor, all 
that was yielded to the Dutch by the Treaty of Munfter, 
in 1648, and afterwards by particular Grants in 1663, 
and by the Treaty of Utrecht in 1714. 

The forty-feventh Article of the faid Treaty of Vi- 
enna grants likewife to the faid Subjetts of the Emperor, 
allthat the Englijh obtained in 1667, 1670, 1713 3 and 
laftly, by.a certain Treaty or Convention, the Date of 
which is not fpecified; with this Addition, that in 
Cafes doubtful, or not fufficiently clear, thofe Treaties 
fhould ferve for a Bafis and Foundation: Nor is it ex- 
plained, that the Entrance of the Emperor’s Subjetts 
into the Dominions of the Crown of Spain, ought to be 
underftood to comprehend only the Ports, Towns, and 
Harbours of your Majefty in Europe, and not thofe of 
the Indies ; which Reftrigtion is moft exprefly {pecify’d 
in the Treaties made with their High Mightinefles my 
Mafters. So that under this Pretext, the Subjetts of his 
Imperial Majefty would enjoy much greater Advanta- 
ges than any other Nation : For never wes any Perfon 
permitted to frequent in any Manner, under any Pre- 
tence whatever, your Majetty’s Ports and Towns in the 
Indies 3 and for a Proof that this is obferv’d with ex- 
traordinary Rigour on the Part of Spain, it may fuf- 
fice to relate, that in 1687, a Ship belonging to the 
Dutch Eoft-India Company, having taken on Board two 
Monks who had been, fhipwreck’d on the Coaft of China, 
and having at their Entreaty carry’d them to the Phi~ 
lippine-Iflands, the Captain on that Occafion, defired the 
Governor of the County to allow him to take in a little 
Water, of which he had not Store fufficient, becaufe he 
had gone far about to carry thofe two Monks whither 
they haddefired, which had retarded his Voyage: But 
far from obtaining his Requeft, he received Orders to 
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retire immediately, without being allow’d the leaft Re- 
frefhment : Which (fetting afide the Ingratitude of the 
Governor) is an evident Proof, that the Kings of Spain 
have never underftood that the reforting to Ports of their 
Dominions, ought to comprehend their Towns and Har- 
bours in the Indies. Wherefore this Article being grant- 
ed to the Emperor’s Ships, is manifeftly oppofite to the 
Treaty of Munfter ; as is alfo the thirty-fixth Article of 
the faid Treaty of Vienna, by whith (befides what has 
been already alledg’d above) your Majefty gives to his 
Amperial Majefty’s Subjeéts not only all that was grant- 
‘ed, but even yielded to the Inhabitants of the Repub- 
Jick, by the Treaty of Munfter, as well with Refpeé to 
the Indies as otherwife; which is alfo dire&tly contrary 
to the fifth Article of the faid Treaty of Munfter, 
where it isfaid, that the Spaniards fhould limit their 
Navigation within the Bounds it was at the Time of the 
Treaty, without extending it further in the Indies ; and 
this was confirm’d by that of Utrecht in 1714. 

Thefe Articles prove evidently then, that no Change 
ought to be made in that Navigation on one Side or the 
other ; whether by the Party’s own Subjeéts, or by thofe 
of any other Power who is not comprehended in the 
fifth Article of the Treaty of Murffer ; confidering fur- 
‘ther, that the tenth Article of that of Utrecht declares, 





that the Prerogatives, with Refpe&t to the Navigation. 


and Commerce of the Eaft-Indies, comprifed in the faid 
fifth Article of the Treaty of Munfter, fhall have Place 
folely in what concerns the two high Powers contrafting 
and their Subjets (that is to fay, Spain and the Repub- 
lick) not others. Accordingly the true Senfe and Mean- 
ing of thofe Words appear clearly by the Report of the 
Plenipotentiaries at the faid Congrefs of Utrecht, in- 
ferted in the Journal which is among the A&ts of thofe 
Negotiations, where it is faid concerning the fifth and 
fixth Articles of the Treaty of Munffer, that the Inten- 
tion of your Majefty’s Plenipotentiaries was, that the 
States General of the United Provinces, and their Inha- 
bitants, ought of Right to enjoy the Advantages ftipu- 
lated by that Treaty, but that other Nations, and parti- 
cularly the Hanfe-Towns ought not to enjoy them; A 
certain Mark that the Exclufion (or Non-Admiffion of 
other Nations to the Enjoyment of what is fettled by 
the fifth Article touching the Navigation and Com- 
merce to the Eaft-Indies) was the only Aim of that 
Treaty. And feeing thofe Conventions were inferted 
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at the Requifition and Inftances of your Majefty’s Ple. 
nipotentiaries, and were agreed to on both Sides; one 
of the two Powers ought not to transfer his Right by 
a, particular Treaty, or let another Nation participate 
therein, without the Confent and Concurrence of the 
other Power, who, is fo particularly interefted in the

ings of Spain had anciently the Power, 


and were in the Poffeffion of excluding all the Subjects 


of their Dominions (except thofe of Spain) from the 
Navigation to the Indies ; the Inhabitants of the 4u-

jects, were excluded. And it wasonly by the Treaty of 
Munfter, that the United Provinces obtain’d the Prero- 
getives they enjoy, with the mutual Conditions, That 
the Divifion of the Indies being made, the two Parties 
were obliged to abftain from the Navigation within each 
others Limits..

Sir, All the Confiderations above-enumerated, do at 
this Time form juft’ Ground for the Complaints of their 
High Mightinefies my Matters, who cannot firfficiently 
wonder how your Majefty’s Minifters (withour making 
due Refleftions on the manifeft Contradiction between 
the Treaty of Vienna, and thofe of Munjter and Urrecht) 
could venture to gtant fo confiderable Advantages to the 
Subjeéts. of the Auftrian Netherlands, to the great Pre- 
judice of their High Mightineffes ; and if one may be 
allow’d to fay it, even to the great Prejudice of your 
Majefty,- and of your People; who, if that continue, 
will in Time fee themfelves fruftrated of the Advan- 
tages of their own Commerce, by that very Company 
which is ‘now’ fo fignally protested. 

Their High Mightineffes moft earneftly-entreat your 
Majefty therefore, by my Mouth, to be pleafed to order, 
that the moft ferious Regards and the moft fuitable to 
the Importance of the Cafe, may be had te the prefent 
Remonitrances 3, well weighing how far-thefe Contra- 
di€tions to the’ Treaties of Murffer and Utrecht, may 
in Time lead to ill Confequences and create Troubles in 
Europe. — 

Their High Mightineffes are throughly perfwaded, 
from your ajefty’s Zeal and Piety, that it was not 
your Intention to overturn the Rights and Prerogatives 
of the Republick, founded on fach authentick Trea~ 
tiés ; fo that they can impute only to your Majeity’s Mini- 
fters, the Attempts made againft them by that of Vienna - 
But if your Majefty has not the Goodnefs to apply in 
Time the neceffary Remedy, this Republick will find 
themfelves fruftrated of all the Advantages they had 
acquir’d at the Expence of fo much Blood, fhed for 
the $ port of its Navigation. Whence it is eafy to 
conclude, Sir, That Commerce being in general, Part 
of the Befis. and! Foundation of the State, their High 
Mightineffes cin never defift in the leaft frony the mu- 
tual Conventions of the Treaties of Munfter and Utrecht 
They therefore flatter themfelves, that your Majefty 
will be pleafed to caufe the Articles of the Treaty of 
Vienna, which are contradi&tory thereto, to be reform’d , 
and will provide, that the Ojtend Company may not in

_ the Indies; to the End their High Mightineffes, my 
Matters, may fatisfy and calm the alarmed Minds of their 
People, who look upon this Treaty of Vienna, as the

I hope,: Sir, and I expe& from your Majefty’s Piety, 
that you will be pleafed, after having caufed all thefe 
Points to be examined, to give my Mafters a favourable 
Anfwer, conformable ‘to the Intention and Aim of the 
Treaties eftablifhed between your Majefty or your glo-.. 
rious Predeceffors, and the Republick: Which has the 
better Ground ‘to flatter itfelf with a happy Event of: 
its Demands, -becaufe your Majefty yourfelf, before the 
Conclufion of the Peace with the Emperor, was defi- 
rous that_al] thofe Treaties of Munfter and of Utrecht 
fhould be obferved literally, and conformably to what 
their High Mightineffes do now require. a. :

Vaffals of the moft Sereng 
Queen of Great Britain may bring and carry to all and 
fingular the Dominions of the King of Spain, any Fruits 
and Commodities of the Eaft-Indies, it appeating by Te- 
flimony of the Deputies af the Eaft-India Company in 
London, that they are of, or have came from the Engli/h 
Conquefts, Plantations, or Faftories; with like Privi- 
Jege, -and according to what is -allow’d to the Subjetts of 
the United Provinces, by the Royal Cedulas of Contravan-

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Guly thefame Year. And for what may concern both 
the Indies, and any other Parts’ whatfoever, the Crown 
of Spain doth grant to the King of Great Britainand his 
Subjeéts, all that is granted to the United States of the 
Low.-Countries and their Subjetts, in their Treaty of Mun- 
Jter, 1648, Point for Point, in as full and ample Man- 
ner, as if the fame were herein particularly inferted ;

Here it will be proper to infert the following Refolu- 
tions of the States General, taken by them in Anfwer 
to feveral Memorials Pew to them by Count Conig- 
fezg, the Emperor’s Embaffador at the Hague, in Order 
to diffwade their High Mightineffes from acceding to the 
above Treaty of Hanover. 

Saturday, December 8, 1725. 

HE Report was heard of M. Singendonck, and other 

their High. Mightinefs’s Deputies for foreign Af- 
fairs, who purfuant to their High Mightinefs’s Commif- 
forial Refolution of the 34 of this Month, had examin- 
ed the Memorial of Count Conig/ege, Envoy Extraordi- 
nary from his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, by which, 
having previoufly affur’d them of his Imperial and Ca- 
porns ge de Friendfhip and Affeétion towards this 
State, he diffwades their High Mightineffes from acce- 
ding to the Treaty lately concluded at Hanover, and in- 
vites them to accede to the Treaty concluded between 
his Imperial and Catholick Majefty and the King of 
Spain, at Vienna the 30th of April, this Year, a Copy of 
which was annexed to the faid-Memurial ; the whole be- 
ing more amply fet forth in the faid Memorial and in 
the Journal of the Proceedings of the 3d Inftant. 

Which being taken into Deliberation, it is judged fit 
and Refolved, That it fhall be fignified to the faid 
Count Conigfegg, in Anfwer to his Memorial, that their 
High Mightineffes have with great Pleafure received 
the Affurance of his Imperial and Catholick Majefty’s 
Perfeverance in his Friendfhip and Affeftion towards 
this State, and of his Inclination to preferve and enlarge 
the ancient Confidence and good Underftanding between 
his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, and this State; the 
Friendfhip and Affeétion of his Imperial’ and Catholick 

Majetty having been always highly valued by their

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High Mightineffes, as they think they have demon- 
flrated by fuficient Proofs, and will ever be highly 
prized : That they have always made it a Point of Ho- 
nour to jive with his Imperial and Catholick Maje- 
ity in a fincere Friendfhip and confiding Union: That 
nothing can be more agreeable to them than to be able 
to continue therein, and to increafe the fame 3 and that 
on their Part they will to their utmoft contribute there- 
to, not being confcious that on their Side any thing has 
been dene from which an Imputation might with any 
Juftice be caft upon them, asif they had not aéted an- 
{werably to his Imperial and Catholick Majefty’s valua- 
ble Friendfhip, or had negleSted the neceffary Means for 
preferving a good Correfpondence and mutual Union ; 
the Foundation whereof they have held to be an exact 
Obfervation and Execution of the Treaties which they 
have had the Honour to make with his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty ; being perfwaded that by the fincere 
Performance of them, Friendfhip and mutual Confidence 
may be beft preferved : And that they are firmly deter- 
mined to execute the Treaties for the future, as well ag 
they have done hitherto, expefting the like Obfervation 
of them from the high Equity, Wifdom, and Friendthip 
of his Imperial and Catholick Majefty. é 

That as to the Treaty concluded at Hanover, and pro- 
pofed to their High Mightineffes for their Acceflion, 
their High Mightineffes do not fee any Reafon, either 
in the Treaty or out of it, to entertain the leaft Sufpi- 
cion, that the Powers who conclude it, have any other 
View than the preferving the Peace and Quiet of Europe 3 
that it having been communicated to them to engage 
them to accede to it, they could not decline the taking 
it into Deliberation, according to the Method and Form 
ufed in this Government: That at prefent they cannot 
yet tell what will be the Iffue of thefe Deliberations ; 
but that whatever the Iffue of them may be, their High 
Mightineffes will always preferve for his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty, the fame high Efteem, and the fame 
Refpe&t which they have hitherto had for him; that 
accordingly they will be no Jefs ready after than before 
the Iffue of thofe Deliberations, to receive all Propoft- 
tions that may be offer’d to them, for terminating the 
Grievances in Commerce, of which they have made 
repeated tho’ fruitlefs Complaints, as being to their ex- 
tream Prejudice, and contrary to the Treaties, 
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That their High Mightineffes will likewife take in- 
to Deliberation the Treaty. between his Imperial and 
Catholick Majetty, and his Majefty the King of Spain, 
which has been communicated to them by the fais. Me- 
morial, and to which they are defired to accede, as they 
are to that of Hanover; and that in this Deliberation, 
they will conftantly fet before their Eyes, befides the 
Security and Prefervation of their State, and of the 
Rights they have acquired, the Prefervation of the Peace 
and the publick Tranquillity of Europe, founded on the 
Jatt Treaties of Peace, and on the valuable Friendfhip 
and Affe&tion of his Imperial and Catholick Majeity, 
which they hold in high Eftimation. 

And M. Singendonk, and the other Deputies of their 
High Mightineffes for Foreign Aff-irs, are hereby re- 
quired and appointed to notify what is. above-mention’d 
to the faid Count Konigfezs, by delivering to. him a Copy 
of this Refolution of their High Mightineiles, as an 
Anfwer'to his Memorial, 

That befides, a Copy of the faid Memorial of Count 
Konigfegg, and of the Treaty that was fubjoined to it, 
thal be fent with a Copy of this Refolution of their 
High Mightineffes, to the Lords the States of the re- 
fpeftive Provinces, that in thei Deliberations on this 
Affair, they may make fuch Reflections,’ and take fuch 
Refolutions, as they fhall judge to be moft convenient. 

And that a Copy of this Refolution of their High 
Mightiseffes fhall be fent to M. Hame? Bruyninx, their 
High Mightinefs’s Envoy Extraordinary at the Empe- 
ror’s Court, for his Information, and for his making ufe 
of it where’ he fhall judge proper.

T HE Report was heard'of M. de Heeckeren, and other 
_ their High Mightinefs’s Deputies for foreign Af- 
fairs, who by Virtue of their Commifforia! Refolution 
of the 14th of this Month, had examined the Memorial 
of M. Oliver, Secretary, charged with the Affairs of 
Spain, notifving to their High Mightineffes, That his 
Catholick Majefty is inclined to ufe his Mediation for 
accommodating the Differences between the Eniperor 
and the State, upon the Commerce of the Auftrian Ne- 
therlands to the Indies, and tending to influence their 
High Mightineffes not to precipitate their Refolution 
on the Acceflionto the Treaty of Hanover, but to wait 
the Arrival of the: Marquefs De St. Philippe, Ambaff:- 
dor of Spaim, whe is on his Way hither ; as is more 
E amply 
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amply fet forth in the faid Memorial, and in the Jour- 
nal of the Proceedings of the 14th Inftant. 

Which being taken into Deliberation, it is judged fit 
and refolved, That it thall be fignified to the faid Secre- 
tary in Anfwer to his Memorial. That their High Migh- 
tineffes hold themfelves obliged to his faid Majefty forthe 
repeated Affurances of his Friendfhip, on-which their 
High Mightineffes fet a high Value, and will endeavour 
always to preferve it: That they are alfo very glad his 
Majefty is inclined to favour the Cormmerce and Naviga- 
tion of the State, and willing to examine and redrefs 
their Grievances, conformably to the Treaties: That 
their High Mightineffes will expect the Effets of it, and 
on their Part will likewife always religioufly obferve 
the Treaties: That their High Mightineffes look upon 
his Majeity’s Willingnefs and Intention to employ his 
Mediation for compofing the Differences between the 
-Emperor and the State, about the Commerce of the 4u- 
firian Netherlands to the Indies, as a Mark of his paci- 
fick Temper, ‘proceeding from his Majefty’s Affection to 
the Republick, of which -they have a very grateful 
Senfe: But that they could have wifhed extreamly, his 
Majetty had thought fit to interpofe this his Mediation 
‘at a-Time when his Majefty’ ftodd clear, and wasi more 
idifengag’d with Refpe&t to the Commerce of Offend to 
the Indies, than it appears his Majefty is, by the Marine 





‘Treaty concluded lately at Vienna between his Imperial 


Majefty and his faid Majefty, wherein their High 
-Mightineffes find Articles, by which the Conimerce of

ties: Together with this, their High Mightineffes con- | 


fidering, That according to a formal Declaration of 
Count Konizfezgg-Erps,the Emperor’s Minifter, their Im- 

~ perial and Catholick Majefties have already agreed to 
maintain with United Forces the Imperial Company of 
Commerce in the Netherlands, againtt the leaft Hin- 
drarice offered to its Navigation, their High Mighti- 
neffes cannot comprehend how his Majetty’s Mediation, 
while fuch Engagements fubfift, can be put in Praétice 
with fuficient Impartiality. —- 

That his Catholick Majefty knows their High Mighti- 
nefits were contftrain’d to make Complaint to the Impe- 
rial Court againft the Commerce and Navigation of the 

\ sduftrian Netherlands to the Indies, as being contrary to 
what 
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what was ftipulated with Refpeét to Commerce by the 
Treaty of Munjier 3; which Treaty having been made by 
the King of Spain, Philip 1V. of glorious Memory, for 
himfelf and Succeffors on the one Part, and by their 
High Mightineffes on the other, his Majefly, now reign- 
ing, flands obliged‘to the Obfervance of it: That the 
Netherlands, formerly called Spani/:, and now Aufirian, 
were not yielded to the Emperor, nor could be yielded 
to him, but with the Reftriétions thofe Countries are un- 
der, oncof the Principal of which is the Exclufion from 
the Commerce to the Indies 3; as was well underilood by 
the Court of Spain itfelf hot two Years ago, and ex- 
preffed in fignificant Terms, in a Memorial prefented 
by the Marquefs de Pozzobueno to his Britannick Maje- 
fty, the 5th of Apri/, 17243 for which Reafon his Ca- 
tholick Majefty had an Intention to tranfmit this Point 
to the Congrefs at Cambray, as a Point contrary to the 

Treaties, and which otght to be fet right: That their 

High Mightineffes finding themfelves much injur’d, 
by what is flipulated in the faid Marine Treaty, in 

Favour of the faid Commerce of the 4uftrian Nether- 
lands, and to the Prejudice of the State, cannot but in- 

fift, that his Catholick Majefty will be pleafed to con- 

fider of the Means for removing this Grievance, and 

that by his effeftual Offices he will prevail with his 

Imperial Majefty that the faid Commerce of the Au- 
Jtrian Nether'ands may ceafe, for redrefling the Grievan- 

ces of their High Mightinefles on that Account. 

That for the reft, their High Mightineffes will al- 
ways be ready, when the Marquefs De St. Pailippe thall 
arrive here, to hear the Propofitions he may mike to 
them; to which their Refolution to be taken on the 
Acceflion to the Treaty of Hanover, whatever it may be, 
will not be any Obftacle. 

A Copy of this Refolution of their High Mighti- 
neffes fhall be delivered by the Agent Van Baarle, tothe 
faid Secretary Oliver. 

And a Copy of it hall likewife be fent to M.Vander 
Meer, their High Mightinefs’s Embailador at the Court 
of Spain, for his Informativn.

T HE Report was heard of M. de Heeckeren, and other 
their High Mightinefs’s Deputies for foreign Aj 
fairs, who, by Virtue of their Commifforial Refolutions 
of the 21ft and 27th of laft Month, and of the 17th In- 
flant, had examined the Memorials of the Count /e 
| E 2 Konigfeg:-Er p>, 
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Kénigfegg-Erps, his Imperial and Catholick Majefty’s 
Envoy Extraordinary, by which he again attempts to 
diffwade their High Mightineffes from acceding to the 
Treaty of Alliance concluded at Hanover, between 
France, Great Britain, and Pruffia, and offers anew to en- 
ter into Negotiation upon the Differerices touching the 
Commerce of the dufirian Netherlands to the Indies 5 
tending finally to induce their High Mightineffes to ac- 
cede to the Treaty of Peace lately concluded at Vienna, 
between the Emperor and Spain 3 all which is more 
amply fet forth in thofe Memorials, and in the Jour- 
nalsof the feveral Days Proceedings. 

Which being taken into Deliberation, it is judged fit 
and rofolved, That to the Memorials of the faid Count 
Konizfegg Erps, fhall be returned for Anfwer, That their 
High Mightineffes are moft fenfibly touched with 
the new Affurances which he has been pleafed to give 
them in his faid Memorials, of the Friendship and Af- 
feftion of his Imperial and Catholick Majefty towards 
this State ; that by their Refojution of the Sth of Jaft 
Month, they declared they had his Imperial end Ca- 
tholick Majefty’s Friendihip and AffeStion in the highett 
Efteem, and that nothing will be more agreable to them 
than to be able to preferve them ; that they are difpo- 
fed to contribute with all their Power to the main- 
taining of a good Underftanding and Union, repeating 
what they faid on that Subject in their former Refolu- 
tion of the 8th pait: That they take Pleafure in avow- 
ing, That fince the Peace of Munfter, they have look’d 
upon their Union with his Imperia] Majetty, and with 
the Emperors, his auguft Anceilors and Predeceffors, u- 
nited to the Kings of Spain, as ufeful and neceffary 3 
and they hope both Sides have found the Benefit of it : 
That the Bufinefs and Aim of that Union, has conftant- 
lv been the mutual Prefervation of Rights and Pof- 
feffions founded on formal Treaties, as the moft durable 
Cement of a good Underftanding and Harmony: That 
this Foundation continuing to fubfift, the ancient Union 
and Confidence may alfocontinue to fubfiit: And that 
their High Mightineffes neither with nor defire any 
thing more than that. But,that they cannot conceal their 
being extreamly concern’d, That by the Patent which 
his Imperial and Catholick Majefty has granted, for au- 
thorizing the Navigation and Commerce of the Auffrian 
Netherlands to the Indies, that. Foundation is widely 
deparicd from, feeing their Htigh Mightineffes are there- 
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by molefted in their Rights with Refpett to the Navi- 
gation and Commerce to the Indies, obtain’d by a Trea- 
ty fo folemn as that of Munfter, in the Poffeffion of which 
Rights they have been above feventy Years : That they 
having often made Complaint of this to his Imperial 
and Catholick Majefly, without being able to ebtain any 
Satisfaétion, Affairs are now no longer on the fameTerms 
they were formerly. 

That they muft repeat once more, That they cannot 
but look upon the Treaty of Hanover, to be a Treaty 
purely Defenfive, and having no Aim or Tendency to 
the Offence or Injury of any Perfon: That the Delibe- 
rations on this Affair would be very much facilitated, 
to the Intention of his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, 
could he think fit to caufe the Grievance of which their 
High Mightineffes complain fo earnettly, and with fo 
much Reafon, to ceafe; which at the fame Time woul? 
remove all Occafions of new Troubles, feeing it is af- 
firmed in the laft above-mentioned Memorials, that if 
this State docs not accede to the Treaty of Hanover, the 
Crowns in Alliance by that Treaty, have no other juft 
or apparent Caufe, nor could frame any, for troubling 
the publick Tranquillity ; which however their High 
Mightineffes believe, is very far trom their Inten- 
tions. 

That their High.Mightineffes hope it will not be taken 
amifs, that they do not acquiefce with the Expedients 
propofed by way of Difcourfe by the Count de Konig- 
fegg-Erps, for entring into Negotiation upon the Diffe- 
rences about the Commerce of the duftrian Netherlands 
to the Indies; not only becaufe thofe Expedients were: 
only mentioned by way of Difcourfe, but principally 
becaufe it is fuppofed at the fame Time, that this 
Commerce fhall continue to exift, which is the great 
Point their High Mightinefles complain of, and which 
they look upon as a notorious Contravention to the 
Treaty of Munfter, to the great Wrong and Prejudice of 
the State ; fo that they cannot allow nor acquiefce in 
fuch a Suppofition; and befides, they can have but 
little Hope of a Negotiation, after fo formal a Declara- 
tion as is made in one of the abovefaid Memorials. 
That his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, and his Ma- 
jefty the King of Spain, have agreed to a&t with United 
Forces againft every one, and in the moft vigorous Man. 
ner, upon the leaft Wrong, Offence, or Damage whic 
may be offered to either of them, on Account of Com- 


merce, 
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merce, and that- his Imperial Majefty would look upon 
the leaft Hindrance which their High Mightineffes 
might give to the tree Navigution of the Company of 
Commerce of the Imperial Netherlands, asa manifett In- 
fragtion of the Treaties. ' A Declaration, which implies, 
That his Imperial Majefty and his Catholick Majefty, 
have determined to maintain with united Forces, 
the effentia} Wrong done to the Commerce of this 
State. 

That the Prejudice refulting from this Declaration 
being remov'd, and the Exiftence of the Navigation and 
Commerce of the Aufirian Netherlands to the Indies, 
being not taken for a preliminary Bafis, their High 
Mightineffes wil] be ready to hear the Propofitions that 
may be made for terminating the Differences touching 
the faid Commerce, whatever the Iffue may be of the 
Yeliberations now held on the Acceffion to the Treaty 
of Hanover. 

And that as to the Acceffion to the Treaty of Vienna, 
their High Mightineffes cannot yet declare themfelves 
uponit: For, that Treaty being founded upon the 
Quadruple Alliance, in which their High Mightineffes 
have no Part; and befides, the Marine Treaty concluded 
between his Imperial and his Catholick Majefty, be- 
ing to be confidered as a Part or Sequei of that of Vienna, 
and that Marine Treaty containing Articles of which 
their High Mightineffes complain highly; it does not 
appear, that it can be requir’d of them to accede to fuch 
a Treaty, to their own Prejudice. That further, no- 
thing would be more agreeable to their High Mighti- 
nelfes, than to have their Grievances on Commerce, 
which is the Stumbling-Block, remov’d by proper 
Means ; becaufe the Prefervation of the publick Tran- 
quillity, as well as their own Safety, joined to the mott 
valuable Friendfhip and Affettion of his Imperial 
and Catholick Majeity, are what they have extreamly 
at Heart. 

And M. Heeckeren and other their High Mightinefs’s 
Deputies for foreign Affairs, are required and appointed 
t fignify what is above fpecified to the Count Konig fez z- 
Erps, and to deliver to him a Copy of this Refolution 
in Anfwér to his Memorials. 

Anda Copvof this Refolution of their High Mighti- 
meffes fhall be fent to M. Hamel Bruyninx, their High 
Mightinefs’s Envoy Extraordinary at the Imperial Court, 
far dis Information. 
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To thefe Refolutions; we thall add the following Ad- 
vices; which fhew, that the Reafons of the Imperial 
and Spanifh Minitters have /not been able to diffwade the 
States. of Holiand from acceding to the Treaty of Hanover.

HE States of Hollavd having been affembled thefe 
three Days, did this Day refolve, Nemine contradi- 
cente, to accede to the Treaty of Hanover. A Letter 
(which was read :in their Afflembly yelterday) writ to 
the States General by the King of Spain, brought by 
-Exprefs on Tuefday laft, and deliver’d by the Spani/h Se- 
cretary, is thought to have had a great Influence in de- 
termining thofe few Towns which had ftood out, to 
concur in that Refolution, This Letter is in the 
Style of . Count Konig/egg’s Third Memorial, and is as 
follows: 


Moft Dear and Great Friends, 

O giwe 4 new Proof to the Republick and its Sub- 

jets of the fincere Affeétion and true Friendthip 
which I profefs to have for them, I wotld not conceal

Commerce of Oftend - Reprefenting at the fame Time to

Things, and by all Things; declaring War agajnft thefe 

<who hall declare it againft him, and holding for Ene- 
mies 
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mies thofe who fhall be Enemies of his Imperial Majefty* 
Being affur’d, as I am, that the Emperor will do the 
like on his Part; that by our fo doing, a fafe and la- 
iting Peace may be obtained throughout Europe, and a 
juit Ballance, kept between its Powers, for the true Se- 
curity of the .Liberty of all their People, fo much 
fought and valu’d. Hoping vour Lordfhips, as being fo 
greatly interefted in, and loving fo much the : publick 
Tranquillity, willon your Part, contribute all you can 
poflibly towards the Prefervation of fo eftimable a Good ; 
by concerting and adjufting with me for this End, Trea- 
ties and Alliances the moft poroperand beneficial to each 
ethers Subjefts. I conclude, befeeching God te have 
vour Lordthips, moft dear and great Friends, in his holy 
Keeping.

The Memofial deliver’d to the Court of Great Brifain, 
by the: Spanifa Minifter the 5th of Apri/, 1724, to which 
the States General refer in their Refolutions of the 24th 
of laft Month, is as follows : 


7 H E Kings of Spain had of old the Power, and have 
been in Poffeffion of excluding from the Navigation 
of the Indies, all the Subjefts of their Dominions, except 
thofe of Spain. 

By’ Confequence the Inhabitants of the Netherlands 
were excluded, as well as all'the reft: The Kings of 
Spain have afferted it in the Negotiations of Treaties of 
Peace or Truce with the United Provinces: At length 
thofe Provinces agreed to it by the Treaty of Munfter ; 
fo that the Divifion of the Indies being fettled; the two 
Parties were obliged to abftain from navigating within the 
Limits of each other. 

It follows then, that the United Provinces having o- 
ye sr themfelves not to navigate to the Spanifh Indies, 
did at the fame Time acquire the Right of excluding 
the Subje&ts of the Dominions of Stain, as alfo thofe 
of the Spanish Netherlands, from navigating within their 
Limits, 

- o Things 
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Things remaining in this State, at the Time the Spa- 
nifh Netherlands were yielded to the EleStor of Bavaria, 
that Ceflion could not produce any Alteration to the 
Prejudice of the Right of the United Provinces ; there 
being.no Ground to prefume that the [Intention of the 
King of Spain was to deprive himfelf of his Right, by 
leaving to the faid yielded Netherlands the Liberty of 
navigating to the Indies. 

The Ceffion which the King of France made in the 
Name of the King of Spain, to the States General of the 
United Provinces in Favour of the Houfe of Auftria, 
was on the fame Foot. France having engaged to caufe 
the faid Netherlands to be yielded by the Eleétor of Ba- 
waria, as by the States General, in Favour of the Houfe 
of Auftria; that Ceffion not having been made direétly, 
,but by the Intervention of the States General, as ap- 
peirs by the Treaty of Peace between France and the 
United Provinces (Art. 9.) the Intention was not in 
any Manner to do any Prejudice to the faid United Pro- 
vinces; the rather becaufe by the fame Treaty the States 
General engag’d, That the Houfe of Auftria fhould per- 
form all the Conditions which were otherwife ftipula- 
ted: It is likewife evident, That the King of France in- 
terpofing for the King of Spain his Grandfon and Ally, 
had no Intention todo Prejudice to Spain in Favour of 
the Houfe of Auftria, with which he was then at War. 

Befides all this, the thirty-fecond Article of the faid 
Treaty declares fufficiently, That the Intention was, the 
Navigation to the Indies fhould remain on the fame Foot 
as formerly. 

Which is proved yet more evidently, by the Treaty 
fince made between Spain and the United Provinces, by 
which (4rt. 30.) the Treaty of Munjfter is made the 
Bafis, more particularly (by the 33d and 34th Articles) 
with Refpeét to the Indies. 

. By the Treaty of Barrier (Art. 5.) it is exprefly de- 
-elar’d, That the Houfe of Aufiria thould poffefs thofe 
Netherlands, asthe late King Charles II. had poffefs’d and 
ought to poffefs them. 

If after all that has been reprefented to his Imperial 
Majefty, on the Part of the States General of the United 
Provinces, feconded in the {trongeft Manner, by the High 
Allies; the Cefion of the Nether/ands fhould come to be 

. confirm’d by Spain, without referving exprefly to itfelf 
the exclufive Right of the Navigation to the Indiss in 
‘general and without Exception, the Confequence would 

De. 
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be, that the States General would be rightly intitled to 
demand Satisfa&tion of Spain, for having thereby made a 
great Infraétion of the Treaty of Muxfter; and further, 
being not able to enjoy the Effe&ts of the faid Treaty in 
this Particular, they would be difengaged from the reci- 
procal Obligation to abftain frem the Navigation of the 
Spanifh Indies. 

Moreover, Spain itfelf is at leaftas much interefted for 
the future, as the United Provinces: For on the Foun- 
dations laid by the Emperor, the Inhabitants of thofe 
Netherlands might as lawfully navigate within the 
Limits of Spain, as within thofe of the United Pro- 
vinces. 

There needs no more than to refle& on one Side, on the 
great Extent of the Permiflion given by the Grants to 
the Oftend Company, with the Manner in which the Em- 
peror has explain’d himfelf touching the pretended Li- 
berty, and on the other Side on the vaft Extent of the Spa- 
nifh Indies, to be convinced how neceffary it is to pro- 
Wide, that ‘Traders fo fupported may not make Settle- 


ments there, which in Time might ruin thofe of 
Spain.

The Proceedings of the Fourth Seffion of the Sixth Par- 


lioment of Great Britain, in the 12th Year of the Reign 
of King George. 


T HE Parliament being met at Weftminffer on the 20th 
of ‘January, purfuant to their laft Prorogation, the 
King went tothe Houfe of Peers with the ufual State 
and Solemnity, and being in his Royal Robes feated on 
the Throne, Sir William Saunder fon, Gentleman-Uther of 
the Black Rod, was fent with a Meffage from his Maje- 
fty to the Houfe of Commons, commanding their At- 
tendance in the Houfe of Peers. The Commons being 
come thither accordingly, the King, by the Mouth of 
the Lord High Chancellor, made the following moft gra- 
sious Speech te both Houfes:

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

Have had fuch frequent Experience of the Wifdom 

and Zeal of this Parliament, on many important Oc- 
cafions, that it is with Pleafure I now meet you again, 
and I make no Doubt but that your Endeavours for the 
Good and Service of your Country will be as fuccefs- 
ful as they have hitherto been. 

The diflrefs’d Condition of fome ef our Proteftant 
Brethren abroad, and the Negotiations and Engagements 
éntred into by. fome foreign Powers, which feem to 
have laid the Foundation of new Troubles and Dittur- 
bances in Europe, and tothreaten my Subjects with the 
Lofs of feveral of the moft advantageous Branches of 
their Trade, obliged me without any Lofs of Time, to 
concert with other Powers, fuch Meafures, as might give 
a Check to the ambitious Views of thofe, who are en- 
deavouring to render themfelves formidable, and put a 
Stop to the farther Progrefs of fuch dangerous Defigns. 
For thefe Ends I have entred into a Detenfive Alliance 
with the moft Chriftian King, and the King of Pruffia, 
to which feveral other Powers, and particularly the 
States-General have been invited to accede, and I have 
not the leaft Reafon to doubt of their Concurrence, 
This Treaty fhall in a fhort Time be laid before you. 

By thefe Means, and by your Support and A flittance, I 
truft in God, I fhall be able not only to fecure to my 
own Subjeéts the Enjoyment of many valuable Rights 
and Privileges long fince acquir’d for them by the mo 
folemn Treaties, but effeftually to preferve the Peace 
and Ralance of Europe, the only View and End of all 
my Endeavours. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

T have order’d the Eftimates for the Service of this 
Year to be prepar’d and laid before you; which, from 
an Unwillingnefs I always have to put my Subjetts to 
an extraordinary Expence by any unneceffary Precau- 
tions, are formed upon the Foot of employing no grea- 
ter Number of Forces, than was thought necefflary the 
laft Year ; for which, if the Supplies you give, fhall be 
fully and effegtually raifed, I fhall be enabled te h ve 
a ftrong Fleet at Seaearly in the Spring: If the Po-

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fture of Affairs thal! at any Time make it neceflary to 
augment our Maritime Force, I confide fo entirely in 
the Zeal and Affeétion of my Parliament, that I affure 
myfelf you will enable me to make fuch an Addition.to 
the Number of Seamen, as fhail be found requifite. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

It is not to be doubted, but the Enemies to my Goe 
vernment will cenceive Hopes, that fome favourable - 
Opportunity for renewing their Attempts, may offer, 
from the Profpett of new Troubles and Commotions : 
They. are. already very bufy by their Inflruments and 
Emiffaries in thofe Courts, whofe Meafures feem moft 
to favour their Purpofes, in foliciting and promoting 
the Caufe of the Pretender; but I perfwade myfelf,not- 
withftanding the Countenance and Encouragement they 
may have receiv’d, or flatter themfelves with, the Pro- 
vifton you fhall make: for the Safety and Defence of the 
Kingdom, will effectually fecure us from any Attempts 
from abroad, and) render all fuch Projefts vain and .a- 
bortive. 

When the World fhall fee that you will not fuffer the, 
Britifh Crown and Nation to be menaced andinfulted,thofe, 
who mofl envy the prefent Happinefs andTranquillity of 
this Kingdom, and are endeavouring to make us fub- 
fervient to their Ambition, will. confider their own In- 
tereit and Circumftances, before they make any Attempt 
upon fo brave a People, flrengthened and fupported: by 
prudent and powerful Alliances, and, though defirous 
to preferve the Peace, able and ready to defend, theme 
feives againit the Efforts of all Aggreffors. Such; Refo- 
hutions and fuch Meafures timely taken, I am fatis- 
fy’d, are the moft effeStual Means of preventing, a 
War, and continuing to us the Bieflings of Peace and 
Profperity. 





The King and the Commons being withdrawn; the 
Lords unanimoufly voted an Addrefs of Thanks and 
Congratulation to, his Majefty; which was immediately 
drawn up andagreed to by the Houfe, and the nexst-Day 
(Fan. 21.) prefented to his Majefty as follows ; 
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a:

Moft Gracious Sovereign, 
W E your Majefty’s moft dutiful and loyal Subjeéts, 
_ the Lords Spiritual and Temporal in Parliament 
affembled, humbly beg Leave to return your Majefty our 
moft hearty Thanks for your moft gracious Speech from 
the Throne, and with Hearts full of inexpreflible Joy, to 
congratulaté your Majeity upon your happy Return in 

Safety to your Kingdom, 

We cannot without the higheft Satisfaftion refle& upon 
your Majefty’s Concern for our diftreffed Proteftant Bre- 
thren abroad 3 our moft zealous Endeavours fhal! never 
be wanting, that. your Majefty’s pious Interpofition for 
them may produce the moft defir’d Effeés. 

We thankfully acknowledge your Majefty’s exceeding 
Goodnefs and Condefcenfion, in acquainting us with 
the Defenfive Alliance lately made by your Majeity 
for preventing the ill Confequences, which might other- 
wife attend the Negotiations and Engagements entred inte 
by other Potentates, to the apparent Prejudice of this 
Kingdom. ; and for your Majefty’s gracious Affurance, 
that it‘fhould be foon laid before us. Nothing can be more 
vain than for any foreign Powers to entertuin the Hopes 
of rendring themfelves formidable to Britain; your Ma- 
jefty having ftrengthened yourfelf by fuch powerful Al- 
liances, the Refolution and Fidelity of your Subjeéts 
being fo well known, and the late Marks of their Valour 
not yet-worndut. We moft.humbly entreat your Maje- 
fty to believe, that our Livés are not dearer. to us than 
your Majefty’s Honour ; and that your Majefty may, 
at all Times, with Certainty depend upon our. ftrongeft 
Efforts, to maintain and defend it againft all Powers 
whatfoever, who can fo far delude themfelves, as to 
imagine, that they may with Safety infult or menace 
the Briti/h Crown or Nation. 

It is no Surprize to us, that the Enemies to your Ma- 
jefty’s Perfon and Government are labouring to di- 
fturb the Peace of this Kingdom, if they can flatter 
themfelves with the Profpeft of any new Troubles or 
Commotions in Europe.

Rights and Privileges, to which they are entitled by the 
moit folemn Treaties, oblige us to all imaginable Re- 
turns of Duty and Gratitude, and leave us no Room to 
doubt, when we confider the prudent Meafures your Ma- 
jefty has taken for attaining thofe great Ends, but that 
all your ,Majefty’s Endeavours will, by the Blefling of 
God thereupon, notwithftanding any Attempts to the 
contrary, be crown’d with Succefs.

ty of this Nation, and for the general Tranquillity of Eu- 
rope, in watching over the ambitious Views and Defigns 
of thofe that are endeavouring to render themfelves for- 
midable; and for his great Wifdom in forming and en-

Your Majefty’s Vigilance in watching over, and dif. 
concerting the ambitious Views and Defigns of thofe 
that are endeavouring to render themfelves formidable; 
your Wifdom in early forming and entring into Alliances 
with Powers beft able to withftand the common Danger, 
and to puta Stop to the further Progrefs of the Negotia- 
tions carrying on by ether Powers, and your particular 
Concern for the Trade and Commerce of thefe Nations, 
call upon us for all poffible Returns of Duty and Gra- 
titude. 

And that your Majefty’s unwearied Endeavours for

watching for favourable Opportunities for renewing, 
their Attempts, and diftucbing the happy Repofe, we 
enjoy. Upon this Occafion, there was a fimart Skirmifft 
lie between 
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hetween two Great Men; But.the Right Honourable Sir 
Fofeph Fekyl, Mafter of the Rolls, having declar’d, * That 
*he was indeed the laf Year Bee reducing Part of the 
*Armys but that the Face and Pofture of Affairs in 
* Enrope being fince changed, he thought it now unfafe ; 
his joe had a juft Weight, and fo without any fur- 
ther Difpute it was refolv’d, 

1. That the Number of effe&tive Men to be provided 
for Guards and Garrifons in Great Britain, and for Gyern- 
fey and Ferfey, for the Year 1726, be (including 1815 
Invalids, and 324 Men, which the fix Independent 
Companies confift of for the Service of the Highlands) 
rie Men, Commiffion and Non-Commiffion Officers in- 
cluded. ; 

2dly, That aSum not exceeding 655178 /. be granted 
to his Majefty for defraying the Charge of the faid 18226 
effeftive Men, for the Year 1726. 

3. That the Sum of 1526377, 165. be granted for 
maintaining his Majefty’s Forces and Garrifons in the 
Plantations, Minorca and Gibraltar, and for Provifions 
for the Garrifons of Annapolis-Royal, Placentia, and Gi- 
braltar, for the Year 1726. 

4 That the Sum of 14930/. 1§s. 5 d. be granted up- 
on. Account for Out-Penfioners of Chel/ea-Ho/pital, for 
the Year 1726. 

5. That the Sum of 152877. 155. 8 d. be granted for 
defraying feveral Expences and Services incurr’d, and 
not provided for by Parliament. 

6. And-the Sum of 73000 J. upon Account to reduc’d 
Officers of his Majefty’s Land-Forces and Marines, for 
the Year 1726. 

Thefe Refolutions were the next Day, reported tathe 
Houfe, by Mr. Farrer, and agreed to; after which it 
was refolv’d, 1ft, That upon the Tuefilay next, the 
Houfe refolve itfelf into.a grand Committee to confider 
of Ways.and Means for raifing the Supply ; 2dly, That 
an humble Addrefs be prefented to his Majeity, That 
the late Treaties of Peace and Commerce concluded be- 
tween the Emperor and the King of Spain might be laid 
before the Houfe. And then they adjoucn’d ’til! Tuef- 
day the 1 of February, by Reafon that the Martyrdom 
of King Charles falling on a Sunday, was to be obfety'd 
on Monday the. 31{t of January. 

Upon this Occafion, the Lord Bifhop of Norwich 
preach’d before the Houfe of Lords, and Dr. Lockyer, be 
fore the Houfe of Commons. 
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On Tuéfday the 1ft of February, after feveral Papers 
that had been call’d, were laid before the Houfe, the 
Commons order’d their Thanks to be. given to the Re- 





verend Dr. Lockier, Dean of Peterborough, for the Ser- | 


mon by him preach’d before their Houfe the Day be- 
fore, and that he be defir’d to print the fame. Then 
the Houfe having refolv’d itfelf into a grand Com- 
mittee, confider’d of Ways and Means for raifing the 
Supply, and refolv’d, That the Sum of two Shillings 
in the Pound and no more, be raifed in the Year 1726, 
upon Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments, Penfions, Of- 
fices and Perfonal Eftates, in England and Wales, and a 
proportionable Cefs in Scotland: Which Refolution be- 
ing the next Day reported, was agreed to by the Houfe, 
and a Bill was order’d to be brought in thereupon. The 
fame Day the Commons refolv’d to addrefs his Majefty, 
for an Eftimate of the Rebuildings and Repairs of his 
Majefty’s Ships of War for the Year 1726. The fame 
Day alfo, a Petition of feveral Freeholders, Leafe-hol- 
ders, and others, Inhabitants of the Parifh of St. Sames’s 
in the Liberty of Weftminfter, in Behalf of themfelves, 
and others of the faid Parifh, concerning his Majefty’s 
Land-Tax Revenue : Setting forth, ‘ That there has been 
¢ for fome Time, and is ftill continu’d a fraudulent Ma- 
“nagemznt in keeping up a Bank, with Part of the 
© Land-Tax Money after it is colleSted, by the Colleétors 
© piying Part of it into the Hands of an Officer, call’da 
© Treafurer, who is alfo an ating Land- Tax Commiffio- 
* ner; and praying the Houfe would pleafe to dire&t thefe 
© Grievances to be examined into, and redreffed in fuch 
© a Manner, asto them fhould feem meet’, was prefented 
to ‘the Houfe, read and referred to a Committee, who 
were empower'd to fend for Perfons, Papers, and Re- 
cords. 

On Thurfday the 3d, Mr. Farrer prefented to the 
Houfe the Land-Tax Bill, which was read the firft, and 
order’d to be reada fecond Time, as it was accordingly 
the next Day, and committed to the grand Committee, 
for the Mondiy following, Then the Houfe went intoa 
grand Committee, and having confider'd further of the 
Supply, refolv’d, to grant the following Sums, viz. 1.

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Thefe Refolutions were not reported *till Monday the 
7th of February, when they were agreed to; and the 
fame Day, upon a Motion madé by Mr. Pelhait, Secre- 
‘tary'at War, a Bill was order’d to be brought in for puvijh- 
ing Mutiny and Defertion, and for the better Payment of 
the Army and theiy Quarters. : onpalt:

ufe, and read, after fome Debate, it was order"d, that

, The Bill for punifhing Mutiny and Defertion, &c. was 
prefented to the Houfe, read the firft, and order’d to be 
read a fecond Time; and then, in a grand,Committee, 
fome further Progrefs was made in the Land:Tax Bill, to 


which a Claufe of Credit was added. 


On Wednefday the gth, Mr. Speaker was order'd to 


iffue his Warrant for a new Writ for electing a Burgefs 


for the Borough of Newport in Cornwall, in the Room 


wf Sir Nicholas Morrice, Bart. deceas’d. The Bill for pu- 


nifhing Mutiny and Defcrtion, was read the fecond Time, 
and committed to a Committee of the whole Houle ; 


and then Mr. William Pulteney mowd, That 2 Commit- 


tee be appointed to fate the publick Debt as it {tood on 
the 25th of December, 1714, with what Debts have 


‘been incurr’d fince that Time, *till the 25th of Decem- 


ber, 1725, diftinguifhing how much’ of the faid Debts 
hath been provided for, and how much remains unpro- 
vided for by Parliament. He was feconded by Mr. Da- 
nich Pulteney ; and this being a popular Motion, at 
Time efpecially when there; appear’d to be great Defici- 
_encies in the former Funds, and feveral Debts yet un- 
proivded for, it was back’d by the Right Honourable 
Sir Fofeph Feky/, Mater of the Rolls. But Mr. Chancellor 
of. the Exchequer being juftly apprehenfive, that the 
faid Motion was levelled againft him, exerted his Elo- 

quence 
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quence to thew, “How unfeafonable and prepofterous, 
* fuch an Enquiry was,,and what a dangerous Wound it 
* might give to publick Credit, at this critical Jun@ture, 
“when Money’d-Meii were already but too much alarnt- 
“ed by the Appearances of ari approaching War; urg- 
* ing, That in the prefent Pofture of dirs,they could not 
* better exprefs their Love to their Country, than by mak- 
* ing good their Promifes and A ffurances fo his Majefty at 
“the Beginning of this’ Seffion, and with the greateft 
* Difpatch, raifing the’ neceflary Supplies, to enable his 
* Majefty to make good his late Engagements, for the 
© Welfare of his Subjeéts, to difuppoint the Hopes of the 
* Enemies to his Government, and to referit any Infults 
© thar may be offer’d fo his Crown and Dignity.” Mr. 
Bernard, one of the Members for the City of London, 
confrm’d what Sir Robert Walpole had faid, as to the 
Danger of encreafing the Alarm of Money’d-Menr, 
which had already fo niuch affe&ted publick Credit, that 
the Stocks were within a few Weeks fallen twelve or 
fourteen al Cent. But Sir Thomas Pengelly, Primier Set- 
eant at.Law, and fome others having fpdken for the 
Motion, the Chancelld¢ of the Exchequer anfwer'd 
them all with great Applaufe. Mr. William Pulteney, 
forefeeing how the Debate was like to end, deéclar'd, 
© That he niade this Motion with no other View, than 
* to.give that Great Man an Opportunity to fhew his 
© Integrity to the whole Wofld, which would finifh his 
* fublime Chara&ter: To which Sir Robert reply’d, That 
this Compliment would have come out with a better Grace, 
and appear’d more fincere, when that finé Gentleman had 
himfelf a Share in’ the Management of the Publick Money, 
than now he was out of Place. Ufori the whole, the Que- 
ftion being put upon Mr. Pulferey’s Motion, it was car- 
ry’d in the Negative, by a Majority of 262 Votes againft 
89 ; and what was meft remarkable on this Occafion, was, 
that moft of the Tories then in the Houfe, voted againft 
the Motion. This Debate being over, the Commons 
went into a grand Commiittee, to confider further of 
the Supply, and refolv’d, That the Sum of 9960007. 
be granted for the paying off and cancelling the 
like Sum in Exchequer Bills, being the remaining Patt 
of the Exchequer Bills for one Million,which were made 
forth, in Purfuance of an A& of Parliament of tHe 
tith Year of this Reign: Which Refofution being the 
next Day reported, was agreed to by the Houfe. The 
fame Day Mr, Chancellor of the Exchequer acquainted 
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the Houfe, That he had received his Majefty’s Com- 
mands to lay before this Houfe, the Treaty between his 
Majefty, the moft Chriftian King, and the King of 
Pruffia, made at Hanover the 3d of September 17253 and 
“that his Majefty had likewife commanded him to lay 
before this Houfe, (purfuant to their Addrefs to his Ma- 

y) the late Treaties of Peace and Commerce oon- 
cluded between the Emperor and the King of Spain. 
And -he prefented Copies of the faid Treaties, with 
Tranflations of them, to the Houfe ; together with a Lift 
of the faid Treaties; which Lift being read, it was 
Refolv’d, That this Houfe would, on that Day Sev’night, 
take the faid Treaties into Confideration. Then in a 
Grand Committee, the Commons went through the 
Land-Tax Bill, to which, among other Amendments, 
2 Claufe was added, to make good the Deficiency of the 
Eand-Tax for the Year 1724, out of the Loans on this 
Ad. 

On the 11th, two Petitions for repairing Roads and 
Highways being read, and referr’d to a Committee, the 
€ommons, in a Committee of the whole Houfe, confi- 
der’d further of Ways and Means to raife the Supply, 
and Refolw’d, That the Sum of One Million be raifed by 
Way of Lottery, to be charged on the Moneys arifing 
by the Deduttions of Six Pence per Pound, purfuant to 
two A&ts of Parliament, of the 7th and rrth Years of 
his Majefty’s Reign, the faid Sum of One Million to be 
attended with Annuities after the Rare of three Pounds 
per Cent. per Annum, redeemable on Re-payment of the 
principal Sum contributed for the faid Lottery: Which 
Refolution being the next Day reported, was agreed to 
by the Houfe; and a Bill order’d to be brought in there- 
upon. Then, in a Grand Committee, the Commons 
went through the Bi/l for punifhing Mutiny and Dejertion, 
&c. to which feveral Amendments were made. 

On Monday the 14th of February, Mr. Furrer prefent- 
ed to the Houfe the Million Lottery Bill, which was read 
the firft, and order’d to be read a fecond Time; and the 
Call of the Houfe being further adjourn’d to that Day 
Fortnight, Mr. Farrer reported the Amendments made, 
in the, Grand Committee, to the Land-Tax Bill, one of 
which was difagreed with, and the Refidue of them 
being agreed to by the Houfe, and another Amendment 
made to the Bill, the faid Bill, fo amended, was ordér’d 
to be engroffed, 
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The next Day, the Million Lottery Bill was read the 
fecond Time, and committed to a Grand Committee ; 
after which, the Commiffioners of the Navy, Vi€tual- 
ling, Salt-Duties, and Stamp-Duties, were order’d to 
lay before the Houfe, Copies of the Warrants, Orders, 
or Direftions given to them for the dedu&ting Six Pence 
ia the Pound out of all Salaries, Fees, or Wages, and 
out of all other Payments made by them, purfuant to 
an A&t of the 7th Year of his Majefty’s Reign. Then 
a Bill was order’d to be brought in for making Provifion 
for the Reftor of St. Mary le Strand. And Mr. Pelham 
having reported the Amendments made to the Bill for 
panifhing Mutiny and Defertion, which, with other A- 
mendments made by the Houfe, were agreed to; the 
faid Bill was order’d to be engroffed. 

On Wednefday the 16th, the Commons, in a Commit- 
tee of the whole Houfe, went through the Million Lot- 
tery Bill, and made feveral Amendments thereto ; which, 
being reported the next Day, were agreed to by the 
Houfe, and the faid Bill order’d to be ingroffed. The 
fame Day, fix Petitions were read, and two Bills erder’d 
to be brought in, relating to the Repairing and Amend- 
ang feveral Roads and Highways. After which, aceord- 
ing to Order, the Houfe proceeded to take into Confide- 
ration the Treaties which, by his Majefty’s Command, 
were laid before the Houfe the roth Inftant. The Houfe, 
on this Occafion, was very full, there being about 420 
Members prefent, but no Strangers admitted, except the 
E. of Marchimont, who had been one of his Majefly’s Ple- 
nipotentiaries at the Congrefs of Cambray. After the Read- 
ing of the faid three Treaties, Horatio Walpole, E(qs his 
Majefty’s Embaffador Plenipotentiary at the Court of 
France, open’d the Debate with a Speech, that lafted full 
an Hour and half, wherein he laid before the Houfe the 
State and Pofture of Affairs in Europe, from the Peace 
of Utrecht to this prefent Time. Among other Parti- 
culars, he took Notice, * That fince his Majefty’s happy 
© Acceflion to the Throne of this Realm, his conftant 

Care and Endeavours had been to fettle the Balance of 

Power, ona folid Foundation, and to preferve and fe- 

cure the Tranquillity of Chriflendom ; to prote& and 

defend the Proteftant Caufe, and promote the Honour 
* and Intereft of his Britifh Subjefs. That with thefe 
* great Views, his Majefty was become Mediator and 
© Guarantee both of the Barrier Treaty concluded in 1715, 
* and of a Convention mads in 1718, for the — 
e-T 6 © 
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© of that Treaty, between the Emperor and the States 
© General of the United Provinces. That in the Year 
¢ 1716, his Majefty concluded a Defenjfive Alliance with 
© the Emperor; and in 1717, another with the moft 
¢ Chriftian King and the States General 5 the genuine 
¢ Defign of both which Treaties, was only to preferve 
© the publick Repofe of Chriftendom, eftablifh’d by the 
© Peace of Utrecht, and to guaranty the Succeffion to the 
© Crownof Great Britain in the Proteftant Line. That 
© in order to fortify all the faid Treaties,and to extinguifh 
© the War which the Spaniards had kindled in Italy, his 
© Majefty, in 1718, made a Convention with the moft 
* Chriftian King, for propofing Ultimate Conditions of 
' © Peace between the Emperor and the King of Spain, 
¢ and between his Imperial Majefty and the (then) King 
© of Sicily. That this Convention was, a few Days after, 
© follow’d by a Treaty of Alliance betwcen the Empe- 
© ror, the King of Great Britain, and the moft Chriftian 
© King, which, by their Minifters, was concluded at 
* London, and fign’d on the 22d of Fu!y 1718,and in which 
© the States General were named as one of the Contraét- 
* ing Partics, (upon a Suppofition, that their High 
* Mightineffes would come into it) from whence this 
© Treaty was named the Quadruple Alliance. That a'few 
* Months after the King of Sicily was admitted into this 
© Treaty, and at length the King of Spain himfelf was 
* forced to accede to it, which was mainly owing to the 
© gencrous Affiftance his Britannick Majefty gave the Em- 
* peror in the Meditcrrancan. That there remaining 
* fome Points ftill controverted between the Emperor 
* and King of Spain, the fime were referr’d to be ami- 
© cably determined in a Congrefs, which was afterwards 
* epen’d at Cambray under the Mediation of his Britan- 
© nick Majefty, and the moft Chriftian King. That by 
© Reafon of feveral Difficulties, induttrioufly raifed by 
* the Courts of Vienna and Madrid, the great Pains taken 
* for three Years by the Minifters Mediators, proved 
* unfuccefsful ; and, at laft, the Congrefs was fuddenly 
‘ diffolv’d, upon Advice, that the Emperor and the 
* King of Spain had fecretly adjufted the Differences 
* between them, and concluded a Treaty of Peace at 
© Vienna, That this unexpefted Event occafion’d no 
*'fmall Surmize, and raifed Jealoufies, which appear’d 
* to be the better grounded, when it was known: That 
* the faid Treaty of Peace was foon follow’d by a Treaty 
* of Commerce, the main Defign of which was to Sup- 
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£ Years before eilablith’d at Offend, by granting to the 


Iyhabitants of the Aufirian Netherlands greater Privi- 
leges, both in the Eaft and Weft-Indies, than were ever 
granted either to the Englifh or Dutch, which vifibly 
tended to the entire Ruin of many valuable Branches 
of our Trade, and was centrary to feveral folemn 
Treaties ftill in Force. That thereupon his Majetty, 
ever watchful for the Intereft of his Britifh Subjeéts, 
had caufed lively Reprefentations to be made againg 
the faid Treaty of Commerce, both to the Emperor 
and King of Spain. That at the Court of Madrid 
thefe Complaints were receiv’d with Coldnefs, and at 
that of Vienna with Stiffnefs and Haughtinefs, even to 
fuch a Degree, that the Imperial Minifters did not 
ftick to infinuate, that if his Britannick Majefty per: 
fifted in his Refolution to take Meafures in Oppofition 
to the Treaties of Vienna, his Imperial Majefty would 
notonly think himfelf difengaged from the Guarantee 
of the Proteftant Succeffion to the Crown of Great Bri 
tain; but that the fame might be attended with Con 
fequences in relation to his Majefty’s Dominions in 
Germany, That thefe infulting Menaces made no Im- 
prefion on his Majefty’s Firmnefs, nor deterr’d him 
frem his fix’d Refolution of concerting with other 
Powers, fuch Meafures as might give a Check to the 
ambitious Views of thofe who endeavour’d to render 
themfelves formidable: That thefe Meafures feem’d 
to be the more neceffary, becaufe there were jut 
Grounds to believe, thatthe unforefeen Reconciliation 
of the Emperor and King of Spain, was owing to the 
conflant View of the Houfe of Aufiria, of rendring 
the Imperial Dignity Hereditary in their Family. 
That in order to that, it might be reafonably fup> 
pofed, That the Treaties of Vienna were to be cement 
ed by a Match between the Emperor’s eldeft Daugh> 
ter and the Infante Don Carlos. That it was eafy to 
forefee the Confequences of fuch a Marriage. For the 
Iffue-Male that might come fromit, might, in time, 
be poffefs’d not only of all the Hereditary Dominions 
belonging to the Houfe of Auftria, and of the Impe- 


rial Dignity, butalfo of all the Dominions of the Spa- 


nifh Monarchy ; which would entirely overthrow the 
Balance of Power, and render the Liberties of ali the 
reft of Europe very precarious, That this Suppofition 
would appear more than probable, to any one who 

* confider'd 
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* confider’d, that there was fcarce any other Way of Ac+ 
* counting, either for the King of Spain’s breaking 
* through folemn Treaties with Great Britain, in favour 
* of the Emperor’s Subje&ts in the Netherlands; or for 
* the Emperor?s forgetting fo far the Obligations he had 
* to Great Britain and Holland, as to enter into Engage 
ments to affift Spain, towards the Recovery of Gibral» 
* tay and Minorca, and to perfift in fupporting and coun- 
© tenancing the Oftend Company, eftablifi’d with no 
* other View than to deprive the Subjeéts of the Mari- 
time Powers of feveral of the moft advantageous 
Branches of their Trade. That in order to give a timely 
Check to the further Progrefs of fiich dangerous De- 
figns, his Majefty, in his great Wiflom, had entred 
into a Defenfive Alliance with the moft Chriftian King 
and the King of Pruffia ; to which feveral other Powers, 
and particularly the States General, had been invited 
to accede; That the Statesof Holland had already done 
it, and it was not to be doubted, but their Example 
would foon be followed by the other United Provinces, 
That the main View of this Alliance was to maintain 
and preferve the publick Repofe and Tranquillity of 
Chriftendom, and to fecure to each contraéting Party the 
Poffeffion of their refpe&tive Dominions and Territo 
ries, with the Rights, Immunities and Advantages, 
particularky thofe relating to Trade, which their Sub- 
je€tsenjoy’d, or ought, by Treaties, to enjoy. And 
that as his Majefty ever had a particular Concern for 
the Proteftant Intereft, fo out of his Royal and tender 
Compaffion for the diftreffed Condition of fome of our 
Proteftant Brethren in Poland, his Majefty had not 
only interpofed his good Offices, in the moft prefling 
Manner in their Favour, but had taken the Occafion 
of the Defenfive Alliance made at Hanover, to engagé, 
by a feparate Article, the moft Chriftian King, and 
the King of Prufia, who, together with his Majefly, 
are Guarantees of the Treaty of Oliva, to fee it main- 
tained and obferved in its full Extent, and to caufe 
Reparation to be made for what may have been done 
at Thorn, contrary to the faid Treaty of Oliva. Con- 
cluding, with a Encomium upon his Majeity’s Wif- 
© dom, Care, Vigilance, Steadinefs and Refolution 
* in the Condué& of all thefe weighty and important 
* Affairs.” 
‘Mr. Walpole’s Speech occafion’d a great Debate, that 
lafted till half an Hour paft Ten a-Clock in the Evening, 
but 
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but was managed on both Sides with uncommon Regu- 
larity and Decorum.. No Strangers, as was. hinted be- 
fore, having been fuffer’d to be in the Houfe, it is im- 
poflible :to relate all the Particulars ; and therefore we 
fhall content ourfelves with taking Negtice; that the 
principal Perfons that fpoke that Day, were, on the 
Court-Side, befides Mr. Horatio Walpo’e, Colonel Biladen,, 
Mr. Pelham, Mr. Doddington, Sir FofephFekyl, the Lord 
Finch, and Sir Robert Walpole ; And on the oppofite Side, 
Mr. Bernard, Mr. Daniel Pulteney, Mr. Shippen, Dr. 
Friend, Mr. Foley, Sir Thomas Pengelly, and Mr. William 
Pulteney. 

A Gentleman having fuggefted, That it was to be 
fuppofed, that the King of Spain did not feem to grant 
any further Privileges tothe Emperor’s Subjeéts in the 
Netherlands, than what had been granted to the Engli/h, 
and other moft favour'd Nations: He was anfwer’d by 
€olonel Bladen, who pointed to the very Articles of the 
Treaty of Commerce of Vienna, whereby it was exprefly 
Riipulated, (Article 1.) That the Ships of War and Mer- 
chant Ships belonging to the Contraéting Parties, or taeir Sub- 
jects, fhould be allowed full Liberty to frequent the Har- 
bours, Coafts, and Provinces of each other ; naming parti- 
cularly the E2/t-Indies, and without any Exception as 
to the Spanifh Weft-Indies, or any other Reflraint on the 
Ships of War and Merchant Ships, than not to buy any 
Thing befides Vittuals and Materials for repairing their 
Ships : Which implied a Permiffion to vend their Mer- 
chandizes for ready Money; fo that it was manifeft, 
that the Subjetts of the Auftrian Low-Countries were al- 
lowed more extenfive Privileges than ever had been 
granted toanvy other Nation, contrary to feveral Treaties 
in Force between the Crowns of Great Britain and 
Spain. 

Cojonel Bladen, having fully clear’d this important 
Point, Mr. Daniel Pulteney ftood up, and made a long 
Speech, wherein having made his Obfervations on moft 
of the Points mention’d by Mr. Horatio Walpole, he infi- 
nuated, That the Subject Matter of this Day’s Debate 
was of a very nice Nature, and of the greateft Impor- 
‘tance, and therefore they ought maturely to confider of 
it, before they came to any Refolution wpon it. He 
was back’d by Mr. Siippen, who raifed the main Opjeéti- 
on tothe Treaty of Hanover, viz. That it would engage 
the Britifh Nation in a War, for the Defence of his Ma- 
jefty’s Dominions in Germany, contrary to an exprefs 

Provifion 
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Provifion made for the fecuring our Religion, Laws and 
Liberties, in the 4ct for further Limitation and Succeffion 
of the Crown in the Proteftant Line ; which being the Bafis 
and Foundation of the prefent Settlement, was become 
Part of our Conftitution, and therefore ought to be fa- 
ered and inviolable. They were anfwer’d by Mr. Pel- 
ham Secretary at War, who, among other weighty Ar- 
guments, urged, That the true Meaning and Intent of 
that Limitation, was not wholly and for ever to deprive 
his Majetty’s foreign Dominions of any Afliftance from 
this Nation ; for if fo, his Majefty in that refpeét would 
be ina wosfe Condition upon his Acceffion to the Briti/h 
Throne than he was before ; but only to reftrain the 
Sovereign, for the future, from engaging the Nation, at 
his Pleafure, in a War for the Defence of any Domini- 
ons not belonging tothe Crown of England, without the 
Confent of Parliament, to whom the Legiflature wifely 
left to judge and determine, whether fuch a War was 
jut and neceffary or no? Concluding, that for his own 
art, he was fully o! Opinion, That if in the prefent 
Junéture and Circumftances of Affairs, his Majefty’s fo- 
reign Dominions fhould be attacked or infulted, this 
Nation ought to ftand by and fwpport his Majefty againft 
all his Enemies whatfoever. And therefore he moved, 
‘ That an humble Addrefs be prefented to his Majetty, 
* to return his Majefty the Thanks of this Houfe for his 
* great Goodnefs in communicating the Treaties of Peace 
* and Commerce concluded between the Emperor and 
© the King of Spain, and the Defenfive Alliance between 
¢ his Majefty, the moft Chriflian King, and the King 
© of Prufia. To exprefs our jutt Senfe of his Majefty’s 
© Concern for the Balance and Peace of Europe, and the 
© Proteftant Religion s and above all, our unfeigned 
© Gratitude for his earneft and feafonable Care of the 
© particular Interetts of his British Subjects, by forming 
* and entering into the faid Defenfive Alliance with the 
© moft Chriftian King and the King of Pruffia, in order 
© to obviate and difappoint the dangerous Views and 
© Confequences of the Treaty of Peace betwixt the Em- 
« peror and the King of Spain ; and to preferve the ma- 
© ny valuable Rights and Privileges of this Nation, a- 
* gainft the fatal fendency of the faid Treaty of Com- 
© merce, calculated for the entire Deftruttion of the 
* Britifh Trade, in Breach of feveral folemn Treaties 
© now in Force. Toacknowlege his Majefty’s Prudence 
© amd Refolution, in not letting any Attempts or Inti- 
* nuatians 
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© nuations whatfoever divert his Majefty from confult. 
“\ing and fteadily purfuing the true Intereft of thefe his 
* Kingdoms; and to affure his Majefty, that in Juttice 
*-and Vindication of the Honour and Dignity of the 
‘- Britifh Crown, this Houfe will effe&tually ftand by 
‘-and fupport his Majefty againft all Infults and At 
*- tacks, that any Prince or Power, in Refentment of the 
¢ juft Meafures which his Majefty has fo wifely taken, 
©: fhall make upon any of his Majefty’s Territories or 
© Dominions, tho’ not belonging to the Crown of Greae 
© Britain.’ 

This Motion was feconded by Mr. Doddington, one of 
the Lords of the Treafury : But Dr. Friend and Mr. Fa 





ley raifed fome Objeftions to it. They were anfwer'd, 


with great Solidity and Weight, by the Mafter of the 
Rolls, who was reply’d to by Sir Thomas Pengelly. Af. 
ter him ftood up the Lord Finch, Comptroller of the 
King’s Houfhold, who made a fhort Panegyrick on his 
Majefty’s illuftrious Family ; * Which had ever been 
“ the Bulwark of the Reformation ; and fail’d not taking 
“Notice of the great Sufferings of the excellent Prin- 
© cefs Elizabeth, Daughter to King ames I. Queen of 
© Bohemia, and his Majefty’s Grand-Mother, upon Ac- 
¢ count of the Proteftant Religion, Concluding, that his 
© Majefty feem’d to have been led to the British Throne 
‘€ by the Hands of Providence, as a Reward for the Piety 
© of his Anceftors.” After this, Mr. William Pulteney 
made a fhort Speech ; and Mr. Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer clofed the Debate with confuting a Suggeftion, viz. 
That the Imperial Court’s Backwardnefs in granting 
the Inveftiture for Bremen and Werden, might have been 
one of the Motives to fome late Meafures : Sir Robert 
affuring the Houfe, That his Majefty might long ago 
have had the fame Inveftiture, if he would have paid 
the exorbitant Fees that were demanded for it. Upon 
the whole Matter, the Queftion being put on Mr, Pel- 
ham's Motion, it was carry’d in the Affirmative by a 
Majority of 285 Voices againft 107. And a Committee 
was appointed to draw up an Addrefs according to the 
faid Refolution. The next Day, Mr. Pelham reported 
the faid Addrefs; which being agreed to, was, on Sature 
day the 19th of February, prefented te his Majefty, by 
the whole Houfe, as follows :

Of the faid Treaty of Commerce, calculated for the en- 
fire. Deftru€tion of the: chief Branches of the Sriti/h 
Trade, and. in Breach of the feveral folemn Treaties now 
in Force, call.upon us» to exprefs our moft unfeigned and 
grateful Senfe of your Majeity’s Concern for the Prefer- 
vation of the Balance and Peace of Europe, the Proteflant 
Religion, and the particular Intereft of your Hriti/h 
Subjetts. 

And ‘when we ‘refle& upon your Majefty’s Prudence 
and Refolution, in not letting any Attempts or Infinu- 
ations wHatfoever, divert you from confuiting and tiea- 
dily purfaing the Good and Welfare of thefe your King; 
doms ;: we think ourfelves obliged, by the ftrongeft Tics 
of Duty and Affe&tidn, | to\aflure your Majefty, that we 
will; in Juftice and: Vindication of the Honour and 
Dignity of the Britifi Crown, ftand by and fupport your 
Majefly againft all Infults and Attacks that any Prince 
or Power, (in Refentment of the juft Meafures which 
your Majetty has fo wifely taken) fhali make upon any 
of your Majetty’s Territories or Dominions, tho’ not be- 
longing to the Crown of Great Britain. 


To which the King returwd the following moft gracious An/-wer 


Gentlemen, 

| Return you my Thanks for this particular Mark of your 
Duty, Affettion and Confidence in me. Your A[furances 
not to fuffer my Foreign ae to be expofed or infulted,

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on Account of the Meafures I have taken for the Intereft of 
thefe Kingdoms, will, I hope, be a Means to preferve the 
Peace and Tranquillity of Europe. I have no Views of Am- 
bition to gratify; I have no Thought of aggrandifing myfelf, 
or extending any Parts of my Dominions, at the Hazard 
and Expence of the other 5 and as my Honour is the Common 
Cau/fe and Concern of my Subjetts, their particular Interefts 
Shall, upon all Occafions, be my conftant Care. 





The Thurfday before, the Houfe of Lords took alfo 
into Confideration the three Treaties that had been. laid 
before them : After the Reading of which, the Lord 
Vifcount Town/hend, Principal Secretary of State, open'd 
the Debate, and concluded with a Motion, much to 
the fame Purpofe with that of Mr. Pelham in the Houfe 
of Commons. He was feconded by his Grace the Duke 
of Newcaftle, the other Principal Secretary of State, who 
took that Occafion to acquaint the Houfe, with a re- 
markable Paflage, out of a Letter from Mr. Stanhope, his 
Majefty’s Minifter in Spain, viz. ‘ That in a private 
© Converfation, the Duke of Riperda had not fcrupled 

to own, that befides what had already been communi 

cated to him about the late Treaties of Vienna, there 
were ftill fome other fecret Articles, which in due 

Time fhould be made publick, whereby the Contraé- 

ing Parties mutually engaged to aflift each other with 

acertain Number of Troops, in order to fupport the 

Ofiend Company, and to recover Gibraltar.’ His 
Grace being ask’d, Whether he would produce that Let- 
ter? He faid, He had not the King’s Commands for it; 
but was only left at Liberty to take Notice of what he 
had already mention’d. Hereupon the Lord Lechmere 
obferv’d, That no Strefs could be. laid on, or any Judg- 
micnt made of an Information that did not come regu- 
larly and in Form before the Houfe; That befides, 
*twas ufual with Minifters of State, fometimes to drop 
Things that have no Reality, in common Converfation, 
only to found thofe with whom they negotiate ; That 
the Treaties that had been communicated to them, be- 
ing a Matter of the niceft Nature, and greateft Impor- 
tince, they ought to proceed in it with the utmoft Cau- 
tion, and matureit Deliberation, and therefore he was,of 
Opinion, they ought to take fome Time to confider of 
it, and adjourn the Debate to another Day. He was 
anfwer’d by the Earl of Scarborough ; and the Queftion 

being 
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being put upon the Motion for an Addrefs, it was car- 
ried without Divifion. 

After this, the Lord Lechmere ftood up, and declared, 
¢ That he would go as far as any Member of that il- 
S juftrious Afflembly, in vindicating the Honour and 
¢ Dignity of the Briti/h Crown, and in fupporting and 
¢ defending his Majefty’s Perfon and Government: That 
¢ as their prefent and future Happinefs depended, next 
t under God, on the Settlement of the Crown of thefe 
¢ Realms, on his Majefty and his Royal Iffue, they 
* ought to be extream cautious of any the leaft Dero- 
€ gation from the A& of Parliament by which that hap- 
© py Settlement was made ; and therefore he was of O- 
‘ pinion, and moved, that tothe faid Refolution for 
* an Addrefs, the following Words be added, viz. 

© [This Houfe not doubting but your Majefty, in your 
© sreat Wifdom and Fuftice to thefe your Kingdoms, will al- 
“aways preferve to them the full and entire Benefit of the 
© Provifion made for the further Securing our Religion, 
© Laws and Liberties, by an A&t paffed in the 12th and 13th 
* Years of the Reign of his late Majefty King William III. 
© of glorious Memory, whereby it is enatted, That in Ca/e 
© the Crown and Imperial Dignity of this Realm fhall here- 
© after come to any Perfon not being a Native of this King- 
‘dom of England, this Nation be not obliged to engage in any 
© War for the Defence of any Dominions or Territories which 
* do not belong ta the Crown of England, without the Con- 
© fent of Parliament. 

The Lord Lechmere was feconded by the Earl of Straf- 
fora + And both their Lordfhips urged in General, ‘ That 

the Claufe in the A& of Parliament referr’d to in 
‘the Addition propofed, being pafs’d into a Law, up- 
* on fo folemn an Occafion, as the fettling the Crown of 
* thefe Kingdoms, and having fince been re-enafted up- 
‘on another very folemn Occafion, was become a fun- 
* damental and facred Part of the Conflitution ofthe Un‘- 
* ted Kingdom, upon the ftriét and inviolable Obfervance 
‘of which the further Tranquillity of thefe Nations, 
“and the Properties of the Subjetts of Great Britain 
‘ greatly depended. That, indeed, a Cafe may happen, 
“wherein the Confent of the Lords Houfe to engage 
© this Nation in a War in Defence of his Majefty’s Do. 
* minions in Germany, may be both ju(t and neceflary, 
‘but thar it being referv’d to both Houfts of Parlia- 
‘ment, by the Law abovementioned, to deliberite and 
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¢ advife upon all the Circumftances, and thereupon. tg 
‘ confent to the Juftice of the Caufe for fuch a War; 
‘they were convine’d, that the Words. propofed ought 
“ to have been added to the Refolution: The rather, be- 
‘caufe thefaid Words import the moft dutiful and en- 
“tire Confidence in his Majefty’s Wifdom and Juftice 
© to thefe Kingdoms in that Ref{peé& ; and-would have 
* prevented any Jealoufies which might arife in the 
“Minds of the Subje€ts of this Realm, in a Matter of 
‘fuch high Importance.’ But the Queftion being put, 
Whether the fiid Words fhould be made Part of the 
Refolution ? It was carried in the Negative by a Majo 
rity of 94 Votes againft 15. 

The next Day (Feb. 18.) the Houfe of Lords, in a 
Rody waited on the King with their Addrefs, which 
was as follows :

made at Vienna, between his Imperial Majefty and the

fible Damage of the Subje&ts of this Realm. we 

We cannot fufficiently exprefs our Senfe of the infinite 
Obligations. we. lie under to your Majefty, for,-your 
Care of the Proteflant Intereft abroad, and of the Trade 
of this Nation, by concluding at fo critical a,Junéture, 
the above-mentioned Defenfive Alliance, highly neceffa- 
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ry for maintaining the Balance of Europe, as well as for 
the preferving many valuable Rights, Immunities, and 
Advantages relating to the Trade of Britain; and we 
affure your Majefty, that we will fland by and fupport 
your Majetty, to the utmoft of our Power, in the En- 
gagements you have entred into by this Treaty, and 
in the Profecution of fuch farther Meafures, as your 
Majefty in your great Wifdom fhall think proper, for 
‘preventing the ill Confequences to the Trade of this 
Cate -by the above.mention’d Treaty of Com- 
qmerce. 

We moft humbly acknowledge your Majefty’s Good- 
nefs in not fuffering your felf to be diverted, through 
any Suggeftions or Infinuations whatfoever, from a 
st fo necefflary to the Welfare of your Briti/h Sub- 
? They muft have the meaneft Thoughts of this Na- 
tion, who can imagine us capable of tamely fuffering 
any Infult or Indignity to be offer’d to your Majefty, 
on Account of your Majefty’s Firmnefs in. maintaining 
the true Intereft and Happinefs of your People: But 
Juftice, Gratitude, and Honour fill our Hearts with very 
different Sentiments, and make it our indifpenfible 
Duty to affure your Majefty, upon this Occafion, That 
if your Majefty fhall be at any Time infulted or at- 
tack’d by any Prince or State whatfoever, in any Part 
of your Majefty’s Dominions or Territories, not be- 
longing to the Crown of Great Britain, in Refentment 
of fuch Meafures.as your Majefty has taken for pre- 
ferving and maintaining the Trade and Safety of this 
Kingdom, and of your Majefty’s having entred into the 
faid Defenfive Alliance for that Purpofe; we are fully 
determin’d, in Vindication of your Majefty’s Honour, 
to exert ourfelves to the utmoft in defending and 
prote&ting fuch Dominions from any fuch Infults and 
Attacks. 


His Majefty’s moft Gracious Anfwer was to this Effect :

| arse kindly for this moft feaJonable and loyal Ad- 
drefs the true Concern you fhew for your Country is vo 
lefs acceptable to me, than the Regard you expre/s for my 
Honour. The Affurances you give me in Rélation to uy

Feb, 19. The Commons read the third Time, and 
pafs’d the Mutiny-Bill ; and on Monday the 2rft, the 
Million Lottery Bill was alfo read the third Time, 
pafs’d, and fent up tothe Lords. The fame Day Mr, 
Speaker having reported his Majefty’s Anfwer to their 
Addrefs, the Commons refolv’d, Nemine contradicente, to 

refent another Addrefs, to return the moft humble 

hanks of this Houfe tohis Majefty for the faid moft 
gracious Anfwer. Then in a grand Committee, they 
confider’d further of the Supply, and came to fome Re- 
folutions. 

Feb.20. They proceeded to the hearing the Matter 
touching the Eleétion for the Borough of Chepping-Wi- 
combe in the County of Bucks 3 and the Counfel on both 
Sides were calledin ; and the Petition of Harry Waller, 
Efq; and alfo the Petition of the Aldermen, Bayliffs 
and Burgeffes of the faid Borough and Corporation, on 
the Eehalf of themfelves and other Burgeffes of the 
faid Borough, were read : And the Counfel for the Pe- 
titioners were heard, and examin’d feveral Witneffes; 
after 'which the Counfel for the Sitting Member were 
heard, and examined feveral Witneffes. Then the 
Counfel were dire&ted to withdraw, and the Queftion 
being put, That the Honourable Charles Collyer, Efq; is 
duly eleéted a Byrgefs to ferve in this prefent Parlia- 
ment for the Borough of Chepping-Wicombe in the County 
oi Bucks, it pafs’d in the Negative ; and refolv’d, that 
the late Ele€tion for the Borough of Chepping Wicombe in 
the County of Bucks, was a void Eleétion. 

The next Day (Feb.21) Mr. Speaker was order’d to 
iffue out his Warrant for a new Writ, for ele&ting a Bur- 
ge's for the faid Borough ; and then Mr. Farrer reported 
the Refolutions of the Monday before on the Supply, 
which were agreed to, viz. Firft, That the Sum of 
212181/. 5s. 8d. be granted forthe Ordinary of the 
Navy (including Half-pay for Sea-Officers) for the Year 
1726. Secondly, The Sum of 1583897. 25. 8d. to make 
good the Deficiency of the Grants for the Service of the 
Year 1725. 

On Thurfday the 24th of February, the King came to 
the Houfe of Lords with the ufual State and Solemnity, 
gnd the Commons being fent for up, and attending, his 

Majefty 
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Majefty gave the Royal Affent to the three publick Bills 
following, viz. 





An A& for granting an Aid tohis Majefty by a Land- 
Tax to be raifed in Great Britain, for the Service of the 
Year 1726. 

An A&ét for granting to his Majefty the Sum of one Million, 
to be raifed by Way of a Lottery. 

. Au Att for punifhing Mutiny and Defertion, and for the 
better Payment of the Army and their Quarters. 


The next Day (Feb..25.) upon the Report from the 
Committee, to whom the Petition of feveral Freeholders 
and Leafeholders in the Parith of St. Fames’s, Weftminfter, 
about Abufes pretended to be committed by the Colleétors 
of the Land-Tax, the faid Petition was voted frivolous 
and vexatious: But the Petition of the Inhabitants of the 
Eaft, North, and Weft Parts of St. Fames’s-Square, for a 
Bill to enable them to make a Rate on themfelves for 
raifing Money fufficient'to clean and adorn the faid 
Square, and to keep it in Repair, was referr’d to a Com- 
mittee. Then, ina grand Committee the Commons con- 
fider’d further of the Supply, and refolv’d, That the 
Sum of 44621 |. 25. 4d. be granted to make good the 
Deficiency of the Aid granted by an A&t of the oth 
Year of this Reign, for raifing 100,000/. by laying a 
Tax on Papifts. , 

On Monday Fed. 28, a Petition of the Mafter, War- 
dens, and Society or Company of Freemen of the Art 
and Myftery of Tilers and Bricklayers of London, com- 
plaining of feveral Abufes in the faid Art and Myftery, 
and praying thata Bill be brought in for preventing the 
faid evil Praftices, &c. was read and referred to a Com- 
mittee ; after which in a Committee of the whole Houle, 
the Commons confider’d farther of Ways and Means, 
and came to a Refolution, which was order’d to be re- 
ported the 2dof March. The fame Day two Petitions, 
one of the Shire of Murray, the other of the Shire of 
Edinburgh, relating to the Malt-Duties, were prefented 
to the Houfe, and order’d to lie on the Table.

T HE underwritten Matquefs de St. Philippe, his Ca- 
tholick Majefty’s Embaflador, had. refolved to keep 
to himfelf. all, the Reprefentations he had to make to 
your Lordfhips, "till you thould have anfwer'd the Let- 
ter from the King his Mafter, deliver’d the 6th of Fe: 
bruary, by Secretary Oliver charg’d with the Affairs of 
Spain. But new. Orders from his. Majefty, ‘dated the 
11th of the faid Month. of February, oblige him to lay 
before your |Lordfhips, and to repeat to you the Sincerity 
of his Majefty’s Royal. Intentions, and of big Zéal for 
the Prefervation of. the publick Quiet of Eurape, the on- 
ly Point the King his Maftethas:in View, purfued with 
the utmioft Eagernefs, for’ the Relief of People finking 
under ,the Weight of the Jong and bloody War which 
preceded the Peace of Utrecht. 

Even. that Peace, to. which the King’s Benignity fa- 
crificed much of his Interefts, could not fecure the pub- 
lick Tranquillity, while the Grounds of the War. fub- 
fifted, that is to fay, the oppofite Pretenfions of the King 
my Mafter, and. of his Imperial Majefty,  Pretenfions, 
which drew Calamities and inevitable Ruin, on. great 
Part of Europe, The War. broke out anew, becaufe the 
principal Sovereigns who. went into it,. tenacious of 
their Claims, fubmitted them, to the Decifion of Arms, 
till the Mediationof the Primces, Authors of the Quad- 
ruple Alliance, difpofed his. Majefty to accede to it, con- 
fenting toa Treaty formed at:London and at Paris, by the 
Earnefinefs of their moft Chriftian and Britannick Ma- 
jefties, to conciliate the oppofite Rights of the Auftrian 
and Spanifh Families. The Expedients, though very 
efficacious, were not however fufficient ; and his Im- 
perial Majefty did not refufe having for Mediator at the 
Congrefs of Cambray, a Prince ‘of the Houfe of Bourbon, 
with which Family he was a€tually at War; nor did 

his 
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his Catholick Majefty refufe the Mediation of the King 
of Great Britain, the Emperor’s declar’d Ally, who by 
his Arms had favour’d the Entrance of the Auftrian 
Troops into Sicily. The Sovereign Probity of Princes, 
who difpute their Rights with fuch Heroifm, will not 
permit us to make the leaft Doubt of their Indifference 
and moft difinterefted Impartiality, when a Mediation is 
in Queftion, though it be even againtft their own Fami+ 
lies; nor can mutual Friendfhip be an Obftacle to the 
becoming a Mediator ; a Quality which no Sovereign 
can take upon him, unlefs a reciprocal Confidence be’ re- 
pos’d in him. Upon thefe Principles it is, that the King 
my Mafter has offer’d, and does again offer, to inter- 
pofe his Mediation between his Imperial Majefty and 
the States-General, for accommodating their Diffe. 
rences. 

To attain fo falutary an End, the King vefted’ the 
Underwritten with the Character of his Embaffador 
to your Lordfhips ; but forefeeing, that his weak State 
of Health, the Rigour of the Seafon, and the unpaffa- 
ble Roads, would retard his Arrival at this Court, 
his Majefty, to gain Time, ordered his foremention’d 
Secretary to offer your ‘Lordfhips his Royal Media- 
tion. 

His Majefty did not make one Moment’s Doubt, 
that it would be accepted by a Republick to which 
he has given fo many Marks of his Good-Will, of his 
conftant Friendfhip, and of his Exaétnefs in obferving 
Treaties; the rather becaufe the Peace with the Em- 
peror, and the Treaty fign’d at Vienna, do not at all 

inder his Majefty from concluding and figning others 
with the States General, for their particular Advan- 
tage, and that of all Europein general ; nor from do- 
ing Juitice in his Kingdoms, when your,Lordfhips fhall 
have prov’d your Grievances, relating to the Com- 
_ Merce of your Subje&ts in Spain or the Indies. It was 
thus your Lordfhips declar’d, in Anfwer to the Memo- 
rial prefented by the Secretary Oliver the 4th and 18{h 
of December, 17253 and laftly, in your Refolution of 
the 24th of Sfanuary paft, that the Refolution to be ta« 
ken on the Acceffion to the Treaty of Hanover, what 
ever it might be, fhould not be any Objtacle to the 
“hearing of the Propofitions which I might make to you 

at my Arrival in this Court. 
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So wife an Anf{wer thews, that this Republick will 
preferve its juit Freedom, and demonftrates, that you 
did not think of acceding to the faid Treaty from a 
Motive of Animofity, but of Precaution; and confirnis 
the King in his Sentiments, that a Treaty concluded 
is no Hindrarice to a Treaty to be concluded, becaufe 
the Sovereign Liberty of Princes never exceeds the juit 
Limits of Reafon. Hence it is, that the King imy Ma- 
fter may well agree with the. Republick upon feveral 
Things compatible with the Treaty of Vienna, without 
the leaft Breach of the flritt Friendihip which he will 
preferve with his Imperial Majeity, and which he like- 
wife profeffes to preferve with the States-General, and 
with all thofe who are willing to contribute to the 
publick Tranquillity. 

Thefe fincere Exprefions flow from his Majefty’s 
Perfwafion, that the Treaty of Hanover has no other 
Aim than the Peace of Europe, which was alfo the View 
of that of Vienna. The Truth is, itis not credible, that 
the Princes who eftablifl’d that Peace by their Quadru- 
ple Alliance, and were declar’d Mediators of it, fhould 
defign to difturb it themfelves by the Treaty of Hano- 
“wer, while the Peace of Vienna fuppofes for its funda- 
mental Bafis the Articles of the Treaty of London. What 
more was agreed at Vienna between their Catholick and 
Imperial Majefties, relates only to the Interefts of thofe 
two Roval Houfes ; neither of thofe Monarchs pretend- 
ing to violateany former Treaty, nor to do any Damage 
to the Commerce of others ; vet preferving always to 
themielves a fovereign Independence, as Juftice and 
Reafon require. 

The ftrict and conftant Friendfhip of the King my 
“Mafter with his Imperial Majetty, is an Effect of the 
Peace, of his Probity, and of his good Faith; but it does 
not exclude that which he profeffes for your Lordihips: 
And asno Prince can make better Offers, nor give jutter 

‘ Equivalents to the Subjeéts of the United Provinces, 

. than his Catholick Majetty, he is therefore willing to 
enter into Negotiation with your Lordfhips, in order to 
redrefs all Grievances, if any can’ be prov’d, not on- 
ly againft the Tenour of former Treaties, but like- 
wife the leaft Prejudice in what is beneficial to the 
Republick. 

If the Matter of Complaint be the Commerce of the 
Ofiend Gompany to the Eafi-Indies, the King my —_ 

wil 
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will interpofe his good Offices with the Emperor, to 
the End that Commerce may not be prejudicial in any 
Manner to the Inhabitants of this State either now or 
hereafter. 

Befides, if your Lordfhips confider the Power of his 
Majefty, who poffeffes fuch vaft Dominions in the Jn- 
dies, you will eafily affent, that there is no Prince more 
fit than he to be Mediator and Guarantee of fuch an 
Agreement. 

It is true, his Majefty did order his Minifter M. de 
Pozobueno to oppofe at London the Progrefs of the Oflend 
Company, as your Lordfhips take Notice in your fore- 
mentioned Refolution of the 24th of “Fanuary ; but that 
Oppofition was made before the Peace was fign’d, and 
before the King had declar’d himfelf the Emperor's 
Friend, when he might fairly thwart his Intereits, with- 
out entring far into the Matter, or examining clofely 
what Advantages his Imperial Majefty might draw trom 
the Company of Offend. 

His Majefty would not offer his high Mediation to 
your Lordthips, if he did not promife himfelf from the 
Benignity and Friendthip of the Emperor towards him, 
thit he will condefcend to remove feveral Exceptions to 
the faid Company, fo as to make it apparent the Re- 
publick will not fuffer the Damage fhe apprehends 
from it. It may be added too, that no Mediation can 
fo powerfully prevail upon the Emperor to exert his 
Generofity, as that of the Catholick King, who is his 
particular Friend, It would not indeed become the Em- 
peror to offer advantageous Terms to the Republick, 
before your Lorpthips ask it, and before entring into Ne- 
gotiation ; for that might be imputed meerly to the 
Fear of your Accetlion, to a Detenfive Treaty. Nor 
would it be for his Honour to make Advances when 
once Recourfe fhould be had to Arms; an Extremity 
that would render a proper Agreement impothble, aud 
would expofe Affairs to Viciflitudes which draw on ma- 
ny unforefeen Inconveniencies. 

Since you yourfelves profefs, thit you wil] be alwavs 
free to hear the Propotitions that may be made to you 5 
the Underwritten, in the Name of the King his Ma- 
fter, offersto your Lordthips a Treaty contsining two 
Points depending on each other, The firit direAly re- 
Jates to his Majefty, who propofes to fee Reparation 
made for the Damages and Prejudice » hich the subjects 
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of the Republick pretend to fuffer by any Treaty what- 
foever, concluded heretofore by Spain ; a manifett Proof 
of the fincere Love the King my Mafter has for the Peace 
and Repofeof Europe. The Second is, to interpofe with 
his Imperial Majefty for accommodating amicably the 
Differences, and taking away all Caufe of Complaint 
from the States-General. As for attaining thefe two 
Points, it is indifpenfible that your Lordfhips fhould 
fet forth the Reafons of your Difcontent, it feems, that 
it would be natural enough to exhibit them dire@ly to 
the King, by a Letter, or by new Reprefentations 
which your Ambaffador might make to him. It is cer- 
tain the better Conditions would be obtained by treat- 
ing dire&tly with his Majefty 5 the rather becaufe he is 
afifted by the Experience and Prudence of the Duke de 
Ripperda, his Minifter, who muft needs have your 
Lordfhips entire Confidence, not only from the parti- 
cular Knowledge you have of his Ability and of his 
Juftice, but likewife becaufe he is one of your own 
Countrymen, born under the Dominion of the States 
General. All thefe Reafons give Hopes, that your 
Lordfhips will be pleafed to enter into Negotiation up- 
on the faid Articles, fufpending your further Refolution 
concerning the Acceflion to the Treaty of Hanover, which 
would render all Accommodation between his Imperial 
Majefty and this Republick very dificult. 

The Underwritten can ingenuoufly affure your Lord- 
fhips, that you will gain more advantageous Terms by 
the amicable Way of a Treaty, than by a more violent 
Refolution, with which your Power and your Induftry 
may infpire you ; and that no other Ally will be fo 
gooda Friend tothe States General, nor treat with more 





Sincerity, Truth, and Juftice, than his Catholick Ma- , 


jetty ; which he fhews fuficiently, feeing in all thefe 
Offices he has no other Defign nor Intereft in View, than 
that of maintaining the univerfal Tranquillity of Europe.

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The Anfwer of the States General to the Marquefs de St. 
Philippe’s Memorial. Gopied from the Regifter of their 
High Mightine/s’s Refolutions of the 16th of Mavch, 
1726. 


- HE Report was heard of M. Lintelo, and other 
T their High Mightinefs’s Deputies for foreign Af 
fairs, who purfuant to their Commifforial Refolution 
of the 7th of this Month, and in Execution of it, had 
examined the Memorial of the Marquefs de St. Philippe, 
Embaffador of Spain, renewing the Offer of his Majeity 
the King of Spain’s Mediation, for accommodating the 
Differences between his Imperial Majefty and their 
High Mightineffes, on Account of the Commerce of the 
Auftrian Netherlands to the Indies ; the whole being more 
amply fet forth inthe faid Memorial and in the Proceed- 
ings of the 7th of this Month. 

Which having been taken into Deliberation, it is 
thought good and refolv’d, that it fhall be fignify’d to 
the faid Marquefs de St. Philippe, for Anfwer to his faid 
Memorial. That their High Mightineffes are forry, that 
without knowing it, they have given the Occafion of 
being depriv’d fome Days longer of the Reprefentations 
of the faid Marquefs de St. Philippe, than they would 
have been had they anfwer’d the Letter with which his 
faid Majefty has been pleafed to honour them : That the 
Reafon why they did not immediately anfwer the faid 
Letter, was not fo much becaufe it was written in a 
Language, in which his Majefty and the Kings his Pre+ 
deceffors have not ufed to write to their High Mighti- 
neffes ; nor becaufe it was fign’d in the Manner the 
Kings of Spain ufually fign the Orders they iffue to 
their Subjeéts, and not as they are accuftomed to fign the 
Letters they write to Sovereign Princes and States, but 
was fign’d in quite another Manner than formerly his 
Majefty as well as his moft ferene Predeceffors, have al~ 
ways fign’d the Letters“written to their High Mighti- 
neffes ; two Defeéts in Formalities which their High 
Mightineffes could not help obferving, as fomething ex- 
traordinary ; imputing them however rather to fome 
Miftake of the Secretary’s-Office, than to any Intention 
to give Offence to the Republick: But that the true Rea- 
fon of their High Mightinefs’s not anfwering the faid 
Letter, was, that their High Mightinefles confider'd it 

was 
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was written much about the fame Time, that their High 
Mightineffes by their Refolution of the 24th of ‘Zanuary 
this Year, anfwer'’d the Secretary Oliver’s Memorials, 
the Subftance of which was the fame as the Contents of 
the faid Letter; fo that the faid Refolution contains ve- 


ry near the fame Anfwer which they could have given to, 


the faid Letter; and therefore their High Mightinefles 
are perfwaded, that when that Refolution fhall come to 
his Majefty’s Knowledge, he will acquiefce init. For, 
as to what the faid Letter contains more than Secretary 
Oliver’s Memorials do, namely, a Declaration of the 
Rri& Engagements into which his Catholick Majefty is 
entred with his Imperial Majefty, to make on all Occa- 
fions, in all, and towards all, one common Canfe with 
his Imperial Majefty; and of his Majeity’s Determina- 
tion to perform thofe Engagements ; their High Mighti- 
neffes cannot look upon that Declaration otherwife than 
as a Warning which his Majefty has been pleafed to give 
them, to the End they might refle&t upon it, and take 
their Meafures; his Majefty, as they fuppofe, not ex- 
pefting an Anfwer upon that Declaration. 

That what is here alledged being the true Reafon 
why their High Mightineffes have not anfwer’d the 
faid Letter, they are very glad to fee that no other In- 
convenience has refulted from it, but their receiving 
fome Days later the Reprefentations contained in the 
Memorial which the Marquefs de St. Philippe has pre- 
fented to them. 

That they have therein feen with a great deal of Plea- 
fure the new Affurances he gives them of his Majetty’s 
fincere Intention and Zeal for the Prefervation of the 
publick Tranquillity of Europe, and at the fame Time 
of his Frienfhip towards the Republick, as well as of his 
Exa@nefs in obferving the Treaties, 

That their High Mightineffes hope and perfwade 
themfelves, that neither his Majefty, nor any elfe, can 
have another Opinion of them, than this, that they 
have asmuch at Heart.the Prefervation of the publick 
Quiet, as any whofoever. That they can truly afirm, 
they rejoyced when they learn’d that the Peace between 
“his Imperial Majefty and his Catholick Majefty was 
concluded ; without entertaining any Jealoufy or taking 
any Umbrage; And forafmuch as his Catholick Majetty 
has vouchfated to facrifice fome of his own Interefls to the 
publick Tranquillity, they look upon that Sacrifice asan 
Effect 
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“effet of his Majefty’s pacifick Temper, andas a moft 


laudable A&tion. That they with with all their Heart, 
this Peace, together with the publick Quiet, may fub- 
fift a long Courfe of Years. 

That it is not this Peace, tior the Treaty by which 
it was concluded, that has given them fome Difquiet ; 
but that their Uneafinefs proceeds from the Treaty of 
Commerce, concluded alter the faid Peace, between his 


‘Imperial Majefty and his Catholick Majefty, and the 
(Engagements which have followed upon that Peace ; 


becaufe thereby his Majefty has thought fit to facrifice 
not only his own Interefls, but likewife thofe of othere, 
particularly thofe of the Republick, and this in a Point 
fo effential and fo fenfible as is the Commerce of the 
Auftrian Netherlands to the Indies, which is tothe ex- 
treme Prejudice of the Republick;. as well with refpett 
to the Damage they fuffer by it, as to the Contravention 
‘refulting from it tothe Treaty of Munffer, and to that 
which was concluded at Utrecht between his Majetty 
and their High Mightineffes the 26th of Sfune 1714, 
which has the Treaty of Munfter for its Bafis: And 
though it be alledged in the faid Memorial, that his 
faid Majefty with refpect to the forefaid Contravention 
is no longer in the fame Sentiment he was before the 
Peace concluded with the Emperor, yet this Point has 
not therefore changed its Nature, nor can their High 
Mightineffes change their Sentiment, which makes them 
look upon the forementioned Navigation to the Indies as 
a Contravention, highly prejudicial to them, to the 
Treaties, and particularly to thofe which fubfift be- 
tween his Catholick Majefty and them, the gth Article 
of the Treaty of Utrecht exprefly providing, * That 
* neither his Majefty nor their High Mightinefles thall 


© confent to any Treaty that may bring Mamie to ei- 


©“ ther; * to which Article their High Mightineffes 
hold that Engagement to be contrary, which his Majefty 
has entred into with refpes&t to the Commerce of Offend 


. tothe Indies. 


That their High Mightineffes, by their Refolution of 
the 24th of Fanuary, have declared the high Value they 
fet on his Catholick Majefty’s Friendfhip; that they 
repeat it by thefe Prefents, and will endeavour by all 
that is in their Power to preferve that Friendfhips; that 
as to what is faid in the Memorial, of his Majeity’s Ex- 
aGnefs with Refpett to the Obfervation of Treaties, their 

High 
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High, Mightineffes look upon it as an Effeét of his Maje- 
fty’s renowned Equity, and of his laudable Intentions, 
That however they have Ground to complain, that with 
Refpe&t to the Republick, thefe his Majefty’s laudable 
Intentions are not followed exaétly every where in his 
Majefty’s Kingdoms and Countries, and by his Officers; 
feeing otherwife they would not have been obliged to 
make fuch frequent Complaint as they have done, of the 
Wrong which has been done many Ways to their Sub- 
je&ts and Merchants,. as well in Spain, as in open Sea, 
fince the laft Peace; without their having been able to 
obtain any Reparation, which they had Reafon to hope 
for and expeét from his Majefiy’s great Equity, and from 
his Exa&tnefs in the Obfervance of Treaties. But they 
are willing to believe, that the fuppofed paft Exaétnefs, 
will be a Pledge to them of greater Exaftnefs for the 
future. 

That in the mean Time, their High Mightineffes look 
upon the repeated Offer of his Majefty’s Mediation for 
accommodating the Differences about the Commerce of 
Oftend to the Indies, as a Mark of his Majefty’s Love of 
Peace, and of his Friendthip towards the Republick, 
for which they are very much obliged to him : But that 
the.Scruple or the Difficulty they had, remains ftill, that 
is, whether his Majefty can employ his Mediation with 
that Impartiality which is requifite in a Mediator, after 
having entred into fo ftrong and ftrif&t an Engagement 
with his Imperial Majefty for maintaining the Com- 
merce of Offend to the Indies; which Commerce, and 
the Infraftion thereby made in the Treaties, are their 
prin®ipal Grievance. 

That it is not neceffary to examine whether the Cafe 
of the Mediation of France and Great Britain, alledged 
in the forefaid Memorial, is parallel to the Cafe now 
in Queftion: But fuppofing that Cafe does perfeétly 
agree with the prefent, his Majefty the King of Spain 
has newly taught their High Mightineffes how difficult 
it would be for this Mediation to fucceed, feeing his 
‘ Majefty, abandoning the Mediation of France and of 
Great Britain, after having accepted it, and after it was 
. going on in itsChanel, thought fit to fettle his Terms 
with his Imperial Majefty, without making ufe of that 
- Mediation. That befides this, their High Mightinefles 
cannot, without great Prejudice to themfelves, enter 
into Negotiation about. the faid Differences, on a F oe 
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by wet it is fuppofed the Grievance fhall fubfift, but 
that 





quivalents fhall be fought out for leffening or 
making up the Damage the State fuftains thereby. That 
eir High Mightineffes look upon the Infraftion of the 
reatics, as an Article, that cannot be made good by any 
uivalent ; confidering, that on the Obfervation and 
ecufion of Treaties depends all the Security that 
rincés and States have; with Regard to each other ; 
and that there can be no reckoning any more upon Con- 
ventions to be made, if thofe already made fhould not 
‘maintained. That their High Mightineffes willingly 
allow that preceding Treaties are no Hindrance to the 
meri of new ones; provided it be laid down for 
4 Foundation, that by thofe new Treaties nothing be 
changed in the former, unlefs with the Confent of thofe 
who are concerned therein, without which Rule all 
Treatiés would be rendred ufelefs: That befides, they 
likewife readily own, that the King of Spain has as great 
a Power, particularly with Refpett to his rich Poffef- 
fions in the Indies, as any other Prince, to enable him 
to make all Sort of Amends, if the Matter in Agitation 
were only the Reparation of fome Damage ; but as has 
faid above, the prefent Queftion is not only about 

# n¢ Lofs or Damage. That they are alfo willing to 
believe, that the prefent Friendfhip between his Impe- 
rial Majefty and his Catholick Majefty is fo great, that 
Imperial Majefty out of Affettion for his Catholick 

_ Majefty,. is difpofed to do very much ; and for this Rea- 
fon it is that their High Mightineffes by their Refolu- 
tion of the 24th of January lait, did defire, and do again 
defire anticably his faid Majefty, to be pleafed te have 
the Goodnefs to ufe his powerful Offices with his Impe- 
rial Majefty, that the Commerce of the Auftrian Nether- 
lands to the Indies may ceafe, whereby the Grievance 
from which the prefent Difficulties fprung, may be re- 
drefled. That if for acquiring this, it be requifite to 
make fome Steps or Advances, their High Mightineffes 
do not pretend his Imperial Majefty fhould mike the 
firff.s:.but that they will be always ready to make the 
firft Steps, and to advance not only half Way, but to the 
End of . the Courfe, provided they can but fee that 
anings might thereby be brought toa good Iffue: For 
their High Mightineffes are not confcious of having ever 
been wanting to render to his Imperial Majefty the Ho- 
hour that is due to him, and . as great a.Degree as he 
can 
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can expe&t from any Sovereign State ; and they will al, 
ways preferve the fame Refpest for his Imperial Ma. 
jefty. 

: That their High Mightineffes have examined atten. 
tively the Propofitions and Offers contained in the faid 
Memorial, confifting of thefe two Points: Firft, ‘That 
his Catholick Majefty offers to fee Reparation made for 
the Damage and Prejudice which the Subjeéts of the 
State may pretend to fuffer from fome Treaty made for- 
merly by Spain: And in the fecond Place, That his Ca 
tholick Majefty offers to interpofe with his Imperial Ma 
jefty, for accommodating the Differences amicably. 

That they cannot help obferving on this Occafion, 
that very great Hopes were given their High Mighti- 
neffes, to engage their Expeftation that when the Mar- 
quefs de St. Philippe, Embaffador from his Majefty, fhould 
arrive here, he would make them moft advantageous 
Propofitions, with which in all likelihood they would 
reft fatisfied. 

That for this Reafon they cannot but take Notice with 
Surprize, that what is contained in the faid Memorial 
amounts only to the propofing a Negotiation, and even 
the transferring of that Negotiation to Madrid ; and that 
it is demanded befides by the faid Memorial, that the 
Propofitions to be made, fhould be made on the Part of 
their High Mightineffes, that is to fay, that by a Letter 
or by their Embaffador, they fhould reprefent anew fo 
his Majefty the Reafons of their Difcontent : But they 
dé not find in the faid Memorial any fpecifick or ° pofi- 
tive Propofition, much lefs advantageous Propofitions ; 
fo that at prefent their High Mightineffes, after the 
Arrival of the faid Marquefs de St. Philippe, are as little 
advanced and as uncertain as they were before. 

That for what relates to the abovefaid two Propofitions 
themfelves, tending in the firft Place to the repairing 
of the Prejudice which the Subjeéts of the State have 
fuffered by fome former Treaties, their High Mighti- 
neffes do not clearly comprehend the Senfe of this Pro- 
pofition. If by it be underftood the redrefling of feveral 
Grievances, of which from Time to Time their High 
Mightinefles have complained, namely, that their Sub: 
je&s have on many Occafions met with Treatment con- 
trary to the Tenour of the Treaties made between his 
Majefty and their High Mightineffes 5 it would be very 
agreeable to them, to fee his Majefty condefcend to give 

upon 
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upon thofe Complaints equitable Satisfaftion, conforma- 
ble to. the Treaties: But,‘ if by the Prejudice done by 
former Treaties, be meayt what has been regulated by 
fome Treaties concluded between his Majefty and other 
Powers, their High Mightineffes do not pretend to any 
Alteration. Only, as the Treaties between his Majeity 
and ‘the Republick fpecify, that the Republick and its 
Subjefts fhould be treated as favourably as any other 
Nation, tanquam Gens qmiciffima, they think they have 
thereby acquired the Right of demanding all the Ad- 
vantages which have been granted to any Nation what- 
foever, not having renounced the fame. That their 
High Mightineffes do not demand any Innovations, but 
only the Execution and Obfervation of what has been 
ftipulated and promifed by the Treaties which fub/itt 
between his Majefty and the Republick, and that the 
Contraventions which have been committed may. be re- 
dreffed ; among which Contraventions their High Migh- 
tinefles cannot but reckon particularly, what is granted 
by the Treaty of Commerce of Vienna in favour of the 
Navigation of the Auftrian Netherlands to the Indies, as 
was fet forth by the Memorial of the 4th of November 
laft Year, prefented to his Majefty by M. Vander Meer, 
Embaffador of their High Mightineffes, to which they 
are: now expetting a fatisfactory Anfwer. 

-. That for what concerns the Second Point of the fuid 
Propofition, namely, the Interpofition of his Majefly 
with his Imperial Majefty, for attaining an amécable 
Accommodation of the Differences; their High Migh- 
tineffes. having explained themfelves upon it, hardly 
think it neceflary to repeat, That they will confider it 
as a very great Service which his Majeity will do to the 


- Republick, if his Majefty has the Goodnefs to prevail 


with his Imperial Majefty, that the Commerce of the 
Auftrian Netherlands to the Indies may ceafe, whereby 
the Difficulties and Inconveniencies refulting from it 
may be removed: And they will deem this Service one 
of the greateft Proofs of Friendfhip that his Majefly 
¢an give them, which without doubt will centribute, 
@s much as any other Thing, tothe Prefervation of the 
Publick Quiet. 

That as to what is mentioned in the faid Memorial, 
touching the Treaty of Hanover, and the Acceffion of 
their High Mightineffes to that Treaty, they olferv- 
with Pleafure, that his Majefty is no lefs perfwadet 
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than their High Mightineffes are, of the faid Treaty’s 
having no other View than the Peace of Burape,’ iand 
that it is not to be believed the Princes, who conchud- 
ed it, would dif@urb thet Peace, © That it is no lefs a 
greeable to them to learn, that his Majefty does them 
the Juftice to believe, that in their Deliberations on the 
faid Treaty, and on their Accefhion, they are not led by 
any Animofity, but that they proceed therein folely 
from Motives of Precaution. That they cannot yet fay 
what will be the Tffue of their Deliberations, withire- 
fpe& to the faid Acceffion ; but: fince, according to his 
Majefty’s own Perfwafion, as well as that of their High 
Mightineffes, the faid Treaty of Hanover has no other 
View than the Prefervation of the Peace of Europe; 
and that the Acceffion of their High Mightineffes, in 
cafe they fhould come to refolve upon it, cannot be con. 
fider’d any otherwife than as a juft and reafonable Pre: 
caution ; therefore their High Michtineffes cannot: well 
comprehend, why it fhould be earneftly required of 
them to fufpend yet longer their Refolution with’ Re: 
gard thereto, nor why their Accefion fhould render'thé 
Accommodation between his Imperial Majefty and the 
Republick more difficult. That whatever may be thé 
Iffue of their Deliberations touching the faid Acceffion, 
they declare ence more, that they will always be free 
and ready to hear the Propofitions which his faid: Ma- 
jefty is willing to make tothem; But that they wiff 
thofe Propofitions may contain fomething real and’ po 
fitive, upon which they may deliberate with fome 
Ground ; whereas by the faid Memorial, Nothing is 
propofed but a Negotiation, in fuch genera] Terms that 
ro good Succefs can well be hoped for from it, notwith- 
ftanding all the advantageous Ideas with which their 
High Mightineffes might flatter themfelves, and ali the 
Good they might promife themfelves, from the Friend- 
thip of his faid Majetty, as well ds from the Ability of 
the Duke of Riperda and his Love for the Republick.

Which being taken into Delibération, it was thought 
good and refolved to anfwer the faid Coitht Konir/err- 
As on his faid Memorials, That he having fent theit 

High’ nefs’s RefolutioA of the 24th of Faruary to 
his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, their High Migh- 
tineffes ey Hopes, that when ‘it thould come 
to hie Maley ‘he would*Ha¥e the Goodnefs to be fa- 
tisfied it? That befides they imagined, that at leatt 
a convenient Time ought to intervene, that’ they might 
learn fomething of his 'Majéfty’s Mind upon it; before 
they anfwer’d ‘the faid’ Memorials: That it is for thete 
Reafons, atid becaufe they expfetted fome Propotitions 
from the Marquefs de St. Philippe, and to fee of what 
Nature they might be, ‘that they anfwer the fiid Memo- 
rials later than otherwife they fhould ‘have done. 

That they received with very great Pleafure the Af- 
furances which the Count Koniz/egz-Erps gives them 
anew in the faid Memorials, of the Continuance of his 
Imperial and Catholick Majefty’s Kindnefs for the Re 
publick, and of his Intentions to preferve Harmony and 
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good Underftanding with them, as likewife to come to 
an. Agreement on the Differences concerning Commerce ; 
But that on the other Hand: they obferved with Grief, 
that the faid Count Konig/egs-Erps infers from their Re- 
folution of the 24th of fanuary, that their High Mighti- 
neffes do not. make fufficient Returns to the good In- 
tentions and Difpofitions, of his Imperial and Catho- 
liek Majefty, nor fhew an equal Readinefs to termi- 
nate amicably the Differences, touching Commerce, be- 
caufe they. feem unwilling to.enter into, Negotiation 

thereupon.. ..4 ow SED eles, 
That, their High Mightineffes, having always. fet 2 
very high Value on the:Friendthip and Affeftion of his 
Imperial and Catholick .Majefty towards the Republick, 
of which they are perfwaded.they have given fuficient 
Proofs, do.now with! for nothing more than to continue 
to live, in.geod Underftanding: and Harmony; with his 
Imperial and Catholick Majefty. That they.are very, 
much coneerned, certyip, cidents fhoyld have. hap- 
pened of late that have bred fome. Coldnefs in the an- 
tient Confidence ; but their.Comfort is, that what has 
given Occafion to it did not.proceed. from them.. , That 
they with with all their Heart, that the:Affairs which 
did give the Occafion, and at.the fame Time the former 
Union and Confidence, might be re-eftablithed;pn that 
antient- Foot they were herétofore ; to which; they are 
difpofed tocontribute all that, can be reafonably required 
of them, . i) wells Er sid a 
That as-tothe Commerce of the Auftrian, Netherlands 
to the Indies, their High Mightineffes. cannot .but look 
upon it as nof:only contrary to the Treaties; but muff 
likewife confider this Commerce, and the Confequences 
adherent -to it, as tending, to the very great Damage, 
and evento the Ruin ofthe Republick; and are per- 
fwaded, :that the Advantages, which his Imperial and 
Catholick Mujefty-and his Subjects promife themfel ves, 
are in no. wife.to be compared to the extreme Prejudice 
the Republick and itsSubje@s.fuffer, .and muft further 
expeét from it. That for thefe,Reafons,. whatever In- 
clination their High Mightineffes may have, to enter 
into Negotiation on the Differences about Commerce, 
and. for terminating them amicably, they think they 
cannot.enter into Negotiation for that purpofe upon the 
Foot propofed by the faid Count Konigfegs-Erps 5 be- 
cuufe he fuppofes the Commerce of the Auftrian Nether; 
lands 
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lands to the Indies fhould fubfift, and that the Negotia- 
tion, fhould tend only to find out fome Expedients, Li- 
mitations, or Modifications, in which their High Migh- 
tineffes do not fee they can be fafe: For, by this Means 
the Body and the Root would remain, and the Branches 
would only be lopp’d a little, ‘which afterwards would 
in Time fhoot out with greater Strength than before. 
That therefore they cannot give into Count Konig/egs’s 
Ye namely, thata Negotiation, on the Suppofition 
the “hid Commerce’s fub ifting, ‘would not be at all 
to their Prejudice : For, though it be true, that in cafe 
the Negotiation fhould not be brought to a good Ifue, 
then each would remain where they were’; yet their 
High Mightineffes are of Opinion, that’ they thould 
give up too much of their Rig t, by fuppofing the Com- 
merce of the Auftrian Netherlands to the Indies to fub- 
fit, and admitting it previoufly as the Foundation of 
the Negotiation: This cannot be done, without their 
acknowledging in fome Meafure the Right of that Com- 
merce, and legitimating it, which they can by no Means 
yield tb. ie 
* Phat their High Mightireffes do not difpute the 
Power and Authority of his Imperial and Cathiolick Ma- 
jefty. to ere&t Companies in his Dominions, -for naviga- 
ting and trading in all Parts of the World; provided 
that Authority be not’ reftrained by preceding Treaties. 
But they cannot agree, that the Treaty of Mun/fer does 
* not reftrain that Authority; nor can they-acquiefce in 
the Senfe which the faid Count Konig/egg eridéavours to 
put upon that Treaty. ~~" 

That the 5th Article ofthe faid Treaty, with refpett 
to the Eaff-Indies, déclates Very explicitly, that the 
Subjests of the King of Spain, defcribed-there by the 
Name of Spaniards, fhall-keep their Navigation in the 
Manner they then had it inthe Eaff-Indies, without be- 
ing allowed to extend it further, That this Claufe ma- 
nifeftly excliides the Subjeéts of the Auftrian Nether- 
lands, at that Time Subjetts of the King of Spain, from 
Navigation in all Places of the Eaft-Indies which were 
not then poffeffed by Spain.- That the Explication 
which feems offered with great Pains to be put upon the 
Word Spaniards, ‘as-if that'Word ought to be’ taken in 
a ftrist and limited Senife,. and did not comprehend un- 
der it thofe “who are indeéd Subjefts of Spain but are 
not properly denominated: Spaziards,' appears -to ud 
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High Mightineffes to be very incongruous and deftitute 
of bit pana For, agcording to this Way of ex. 
plaining, ‘the King of Spain muft have granted to thofe 
of his Subjets who were totally excluded. from the Na. 
vigation to the Eaft-Indi pi grater Advantage than to 
the Spaniards.who alone had the Right of enjoying that 
Navigation : So that it is nat to be prefumed with the 
leat Colour of Probability, that this Expfication is con- 
fermable to what was the Intention either of the Kings 
of Spain or,of their High Mi tineffes, the contracting 
Parties at the Treaty of..Munfier: Which is. fufficiently 
confirmed, by the conftant ng: obferved in fo Jong a 
Courfe of Yeats.afterwards. . That they are very forry 
to have the Misfortune, not, to. be of the fame Opinion 
with his. Imperial and Cathojick Majefty as to the Senfe 
of the faid Treaty, and the Right refulting ftom it. 
That being intirely perfwaded of their Right, and that 
Right being very effential, to the Republick, they think 
they should do themfelves a great Prejudice, if they 
fhould confent to the. laying it down for the Foundation 
of the Negotiation about the faid Commerce of the Au- 
firian Netherlands tothe Eaft-Indies, that the fame ought 
to fubfift; particularly after fo cae a. Declaration, 
made not only by. Count Konigfezg, but likewife by his 
Majefty the King of. Spain, of the Engageinent which 
his Imperial and Catholick Majefty is under with hie 
Majefty the King of Spain, to,maintain jointly the faid 
Commerce in alt TbinB,: A, tation, that leaves 
them no great Hoge of Sucoels in fuch a Negotiation, 
and which at the fame Time begets in them a juft Scxu- 
ple againft accepting the Mediation of his.Majefty pv 
Kirig of Spain, on a Point, with refpeét, to. which he 
has entred into fuch firong, Engagements ; which Point 
their High Mightinefles hold to be contrary to the Trea- 
ties, according to his Majefty the King of Spain’s own 
Affertion not long: agg. To which mutt be added, that 
the advantageous Propofitions which it was faid the 
Marquefs de St. Philippe,..Embafflador of Spain, ‘would 
make after his Arrival, and of which fuch great Hopes 
were given to their High Mightineffes, have amounted 
only to the propofing of @Negotiation, in fuch general 
Terms, that. nothing certwin can be drawn from:them ; 
and to the Offer of his Majefty the King of Spain’s Me- 
diation, upon which their High Mightinefies have fo 
niuch Reafon to be fcrupulous. i 
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That befides, they cannot avoid obferving, that the 
$ielinition expreffed on the Part of his Imperial Ma- 
jefty 0 a Negotiation, for coming to an Accoinmodation 
of the Differences fubfifting, is tack’d to a Conditions 
that is to fay, ‘that their. High Mightineffes thal! not 
accede to. the Treaty of Hanover. That they think 
themfel ves dbliged to preferve theit Freedom intire, to 
actéde: to that Treaty, or not to accede to it. That 
whatever Refotution they niay come to upon it, they 
fhall always'be in a Condition to treat.upon thofe Dif- 
ferences, when Propofjtions fhall be made to them that 
may be acceptable, 

That as to that Treaty their High Mightineffes have 
not the fame Notion of it which Count Konig/egg feems 
to have: For, as they have affirméd in their former 
Anfwefs, they tannot but look upon the faid Treaty to 
be purely Defehfive, and riot tending to the Injury of 
Offence of any whofotver: That they have been con- 
firmed in this Opinion, by feeing in a Memoria! of the 
Marquefs de St. om that his Majety the King of 
Spain himfelf thinks the Aim of this Treaty is the Pre- 
fervation of Peace, and that it is not credible the 
Princes who concluded it would difturb the Quiet of 
Europe. . 

That laftly,’ whatever Refolution may be taken with 
refpest to the fala Accéffion, their High Mightinelies 
will ever preféerve for his Imperial and Catholick Maje- 
fty, and for his valuable Friendfhip, the high Efteem 
they have afwuys had, and the fame Defire to live with 
him in perfe&t Harmony and Confidence ; as alfe to cul- 
tivate a good. Underitanding between the Subjests on 
both Sides; which is néver better maintained, than by 
an exact Obfervation of Treaties, and letting them carry 
the Senfe which has conitantly been fixed to them from 
the Beginning. | 3
